Mr, Farrow followed in opposition to 
the views advanced by the two members 
who immediately precoded him. 

After Mr. Farrow had concluded, there 
was along pause, It was understood by 
the Government that Messrs. Mills and An- 
glin were going to speak, andso Sir Leo- 
nard Tilley, who had the right of reply did 
not rise, Here were cries of ‘‘Question” 
and ‘‘Oarried,” and the Speaker, perhaps, 
not quite taking in the sitnation, declared 
the motion, which was the order of the 
day regarding the tariff resolutions, car- 
ried On the reading of the first item, Sir 
Léonard Tilley rose to make & general 
reply, but had his courtesy in waiting so 
badly rewarded by an objection that he 
had no right now to speak on any but the 
item just read. After some discussion on 
this point, which it seemed ungracious to 
have raised, the Finance Minister decided 
to postpone his speech. After this, the 
tariff resolutions were read a second time, 
one by one, and passed with little dis- 
cussion. 

The Minister of Justice moved the third 
reading of the Bill providing for the »p- 
pointment of two additional judges of the 
Supreme Court of British Columbia. 

Mr. Blake moved in amendment to the 
effect that the Bill should not be then read 
a third time, but that it be resolved that by 
the equalization of the work in the judicial 
districts of the Province the present staff 
would not only be sufficient but its effi- 
eiency would be increased. 

The amendment was lost. on a vote of 43 
yeas and 98 nays. The Bill was read the 
third time on the same division. 

The House concurred in the resolutions 
amending ‘The General Inspection Act, 
1878,” so far as it related to smoked her- 
rings, and a Bill embracing the same was 
introduced and read the first time. 


The House adjourned at eleven o’clock.

POSITIONS OF PLANETS FOR APRIL, 1880. 
MERCURY. 


Mercury rises before the sun on April 1, 
but so near to the sun thatit is not likely to 
be seen. 

Mercury will be near Jupiter on the morn- 
ing of the 8th, near Venus on the morning of 
the 15th, and will be at the greatest elonga- 
tion west on the 26th.

JUPITER, 


Jupiter ranges so nearly with the eun that 
it is not likely to be seen until the latter part 
ot April, when it should be looked for before 
sunrise, Jupiter will be near Venus April 
15. Jupiter rises on April 30 at 8h. 44m, 
A. M., almost exactly in the East. 

SATURN, 


“ “Saturn rises eo nearly with the sun that it 
is not likely to be seen during the carly part 
of April. 

Venus, Saturn, and Mercury rise nearly at 
the aame time on April 30, 
URANUS, 


Uranus is in yery good position for sinateur 
astronomers, and is casily fouid with small 
telescopes. On April 1 it passos the meridian 
at 9h. 47m. P. M., at an altitudo, in this 
latitude, of 68°, It has nearly tho same 
right ascension a8 Kho Leonis all through the 
month ; it is 4° above this staron April 1, 
and 4° above it on April 30, 

A telescope of low powor,which would give 
a large field of view, would bring the star

Uranus may also be found 64° cast of

Thus the 
borrower would be protected by knowing 
what the réal rato of interest was, and in 
the case of dispute in Court it would be 
easy to find how much the rate of interest 
charged was in excess of the rate mention- 
ed.

Treatment of House Plants. 

Water, heat, air, and light are the four 
essential stimulants to plants ; water, heat, 
and air to promote growth, and light to 
render that growth perfect. 

Water, heat, and air man can command 
at pleasure by artificial means ; but over 
light, as an element of the perfecc growth 
of plants, we have less control. To bo 
beneficial to plants, light must come di- 
rectly from the sun;and therefore the 
plants should be so placed as that it may 
act upon thom with as little as possible of 
that refraction and decomposition which it 
suffers when it passes obliquely throngh 
glass, or any other medium except the air. 

Plants grown in tho open air, and with 
such freo exposure to the light as their 
habits require, not only develop al! their 
parts in thoir propor form, but all loaves, 
flowers, and fruits have their natural .col- 
ors, odors and flayors. Plants exclu- 
ded from light have not their natural col- 
or, odor, nor flavor; they make little 
orno charcoal in the woody part ; the 
leaves are not green, and if they do flower 
and fruit, which is rarely the caso, the 
flowers aro pale and scentless and thefrnit 
is insipid.

That 
makes a good reason for quoting prices 
during the crop moving season following 
the harvest of 1879, but it is equally cogent 
as a reason for taking into the comparison 
the whole of the corresponding season a year 
before. When this is dono, it is seen that 
while before the N. P. Toronto averaged 
only } cent higher than Chicago, for the 
six months under the N. P. Toronto ayer- 
aged 3} cents higher. The Globe's quota- 
tions are not always as true to the figure 
for the day and date as they should be,but 
the great error of all lies in an enormous 
misstatement of prices, or of an implied 
average price, for 1878, Instead of there 
being a loss to Canadian farmers, under 
the N. P., of ton cents or more per bushe] 
on wheat, as stated by the Globe (Fob. li, 
1880), the six months’ comparison shows a 
net gain of 2} cents, and the year’s com- 
parison a net gain of 3} cents. 

The Globe says (Jan. 29, 1880), that 
Chicago wheat is sold ‘in store,” and Tor- 
onto wheat “‘freo on cars,’"and that there- 
fore three cents should be added to the 
Chicago quotations, for cost of shipping. 
Supposing the difference to be just as stat- 
ed, it applies to both periods alike, and 
does not affect the comparison. 

On Jan, 20, 1880, the Globe said :— 


“The markets (for wheat) have commenced to 
fall, and the first. thing the decline proves is one 
which we have always said it would prove, viz., 
that the N. P. in severing our connection with

FOURTH PARLIAMENT—SECOND SESSION. 


Ferpay, April 2, 

Ia the House of Commons, 

Mr. Wallace (Norfolk) introduced a Bill 

proviaing for the equitable distribution of 
the estates of defaulting debtors. 
_ lu Supply, several hours were occupied 
in the considération of the following items : 
$40,955 on account of Administration of 
Justice ; $13,000 for Dominion Police’; 
$313,711 for Penitentiaries, On’ the item 
of $288,963 under head of Leguilation, 

Mr. Mackenzie wanted to know if the 
Speaker had been entirely ellaced by the 
Government in the watter of appointments, 
‘Lhe Speaker in a yerysensible, apt and mod- 
erate way, made all the explanations that 
were necessary as to the expenditures 
under his charge. A good deal of grave 
Parliamentary chat! was passed across the 
floor regarding the expenditure for salaries 
of clerks, d&c., but this is always the cus- 
tom on such occasions. An advance of 
$50 on some salary caused a ripple of ex- 
citement in the Opposition benches and 
was debated fora long time. Mr. Blake 
persisted in nagging at the Speaker and 
the Government concerning the appoint- 
ment of extra clerks, He misrepresented, 
with yery little authority, the present 
Government's policy regarding a change in 
the service. The Premier explained how 





the present Government had found 
a bad system in existence and 
had improved it. He refuted very 


properly some singular idea that Mr. 
Blake had entertained that a promise had 
been given to choose the clerks from both 
the political parties This would at once 
admit the principle of political selection, 
which Mr. Blake professed to wish to 
avoid. The Speaker also exposed the non- 
sense of such a notion as that entertained 
by Mr. Blake by showing what a position it 
would place the Speaker in, In the 
course of the night, Mr. Anglin denied 
that ho had ever misused his power,but at 
the same time he confessed, as Sir Charles 
Tupper pointed out, that he had had a 
good deal of pressure to appoint men to 
office, and hsd appointed so many sessional 
clerks that he had found they were, some 
of them, just loafing about Ottawa, and he 
had dismissed them. Sir Charles Tupper 
droye this confession home with a good 
deal of force. In reply, Mr. Mackenzie 
and Mr. Anglin both sprang to their feet. 
Mr. Huntingdon, who has been silent this 
session so far, at this point entered into 
the discussion to deliver one of those lec- 
tures on ‘‘ morality,” ‘‘ honor,” and “ in- 
dependence,” which he delivered so often 
last session, and come with such a peculiar 
degree of unfitness from the mouth of the 
member for Shefford. After passing the 
item, the Committee reported progrese,and 
the House adjourned at one o'clock. 








Root Crops of Hon. M. H. Cochrane,

T intended some time ago to have sent you 
some account of my root crop, which was 
pronounced by Mr. Logan (one of the 
Scotch tenant-farmer delegates who were 
invited to visit Canada last autumn by our 
Government) the best he ever saw at the 
season, The 17 acres of swedes averaged 
870 bushels per acre, while the total crop 
of roots was 18,000 bushels, which is far 
short of the requirements of our stock 
of 225 head of cattle and 234 sheep. The 
miangels were a partial failure, owing to 
the land not having been prepared the 
previous autumn,so that the seed could not 
be got in early enough. We stored 15,000 
bushels in two barn cellars, and 3,000 
bushels of mangels in pits in the tield (500 
to 600 bushels in each) About a fortnight 
ago we got the contents of one pit into 
the barn, and found the rootain as good 
condition as when stored. Our system of 
growing swedes is the same as practiced in 
the north of England and Scotland. The 
iand is ploughed as deeply as possible in 
the autumn (oat stubble after hay) and the 
manure hauled out during the winter and 
piled on opposite sides of the field, so as to 
be carted in at the ends of the drills. Early 
in June the land is ploughed again, and 
well harrowed, then witha double mould- 
board plough, the drills are opened 27 
inches apart, the manure carted in and 
spread in tho drills at the rate of about 20 
tons to the acre. The drills are now split 
with the same plough, so as to cover the 
mannre,and the seed sown with a one-horse 
machine, sowing two rows at once. Three 
pounds of seed per acre is ample, and 
the sort we grow is Sutton’s Champion, from 
imported seed. It is most important that 
the seed should be sown as soon as the 
drills are covered. Theland whichis plough- 
ed and harrowed in the morning should be 
finished and sown beforo night. At from 
one totwo weeks after the rough leaf ap- 
pears, and on a dry day, the cultivator or 
horse hos should be run between the drills 
and the singling done with hoos, leaying the 
best plants at 10 to 16 inches apart, and 
stirring every inch of soil arouad the plants 
Two moro horse and one hand-hoeing will 
be required. The crop should be allowed 
to grow as late as possible, as the bulbs 
make.the greatest growth just before frost. 
They are generally taken up the last weok 
in October here.

Nothing could exceed the partizanship 
the deliberate misrepesentation, and the 
unscrupulous recklessness of the Globe in 
dealing with the National Policy. The 
organ and those which follow its lead will 
stop at nothing if they only make a point 
against the ‘ory Government.

attention to the subject of these importa- 
tions, for which a debt of obligation is due 
the Globe by Canadian importers, and the 
Minister of Customs at once instructed his 
officers to examine into the declared eyasion 
of the law, and asa result of their labors, 
nearly 8,000 boxes of tea were seized by the 
authorities, That act comparatively took 
the wiad out of the Globe's sails. Our con- 
temporary, in ita eagerness to make a point 
against the tariff, had jumped to the conclu- 
sion that the discriminating duty against 
American imports had proved a failure, and 
found the ground suddenly cutfrom it, by 
the prompt action of the Customs Dopart- 
ment. Butour contemporary was equal to 
the occasion. No possible act of the Govern- 
ment could be worthy of credit in its eyes, 
and we have, therefore, a complete change of 
base, and this assertion coolly made in the 
Globe of Tuesday : 

‘On Saturday $90,000 worth of tea, pre- 
viously passed by the Custom House and con- 
signed to R. Lambe & Bro., was seized by the 
Custom House authorities, is tea had been 
shipped by a Japan firm, via New York, to 
Lambe & Bro., as agents of the firm here. Tt 
was accompanied by all the necessary consular 
certificates and invoices showing that it wasa 
“ direct importation”’ within the meaning of 
the Tariff Act, ‘Two months before its arrival 
the consignecs here had sold part of it for 
fature delivery, ‘hus establishing the fact that 
the tea wasa Canadian importation, that it 
was to be en route,and that it was not a mere 
purchase in the New York market.’ 

Let it be remembered that the firm char- 
acterized on March 10th and March 20th as 
‘commission agents,’ ‘American brokers acting 
for American importers,’ is the same that the 
Globe now calls agents of a Japau house, mak- 
ing a direct Canadian importation of teas, 
and the dishonesty of the statements of the 
Liberal organ are made manifest. Either the 
assertions of the @lobe in its former articles 
were deliberate misrepresentations, or its 
latest utterances are untrathfully made in the 
hope of arraying importers against the Gov- 
ernment. Onr contemporary may choose 
whicheyor horn of the dilomma it deems wise 
to solect. If the first statements were correct, 
then the Government haa in them the fullest 
possible vindication of the seizure ; if, 
onthe other hand, the Messrs, Lambe, as 
now asserted by the Globe, were direct im- 
porters, thenthe tea duties framed by Sir 
Leonard Tilley haye accomplished their full 
purpose.’ 

This isa complete cxpose of the Globe's 
unblushing pckary ; bat the organ will 
pursuo tho even tenor of its way undisturb- 
ed. It will falsify, misrepresent, and con- 
tradict itsolf in the most unblushing man- 
ner all the samo, utterly regardless of 
consequences, Such is its present policy, 
such has been its policy in the past, and 
wo might as well expect tho leopard to 
change its spots as it to change its manner 
of dealing with political oppononts and 
their policy. — Kingston News.

consfield Goyernment has been defeated- 
The Liberal gains so far aggregate 51 
which is much more than sufficient to over’ 
come the Conservative majority in the last 
House, and hence the advent to power of 
a Liberal Government is assured. This 
result will be very much regretted by th 
people of Canada, as there is very little 
hope that the Radicals will extend any 
assistance to Canada in the building of the 
Pacific Railway,which might have been ex- 
pected with certainty from Earl Beacons- 
field’s administration. Apart, however,, 
from this selfish feeling, the great majority 
of Canadians, who, irrespective of party, 
coincide with the Oonservative policy, 
namely that Great Britain shall exercise 
due weight in the councils of Europe, as 
opposed to the Radical policy of isolation, 
will regret that the country will necessarily 
ose the services of the great Earl, who, 
during his seven years’ tenure of office 
restored the waving prestige of his country 
and won for himself a leading, if not the 
foremost position amongst the statesmen of 
the world. 

The victory of the Opposition is not,how- 
ever, 80 great as it appears on the surface. 
Their majority can at best be but small, 
and their party is made up of so many dis- 
cordant elements that their Government, 
when formed, will be forced to conduct 
itself with moderation. It is principally in 
the small boroughs that their gains haye 
been made,and as the great constituencies 
which are in reality the heart of the nation’ 


have sustained Earl Beaconsfield’s foreign 
policy,there will probably be less departure 
from it than wonld have been the case had 
the metropolis pronounced against it. The 
Times, as will be seen by the following ex- 
tract from its comments on the subject 
thus warns the Liberal leaders as to their 
future course :— 


Notwithstanding thegenerally adverse char- 
acter of the returns, itis evident they aro far 
from involving that wholosale condemnation 
of the Government, for which some Liberal 
speakers have argued. In this respect the 
returns offer a conspicuous contrast to those 
of 1874 or 1868. The Government has ro- 
ceived very significant support from several 
most important constituenvies. The vote of 
the City of London is extremely remarkablo, 
There has been no such overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of opinion in the city since the 
time of the Reform bill.

Our Iron Industries. 





The County of Hastings is not the only 
place in Ontario where iron ore oxists in 
large quantities, Not only on tho line of 
the Kingston and Pembroke Railway, 
back of Kingston, and on the line of the 
Midland Railway in rear of Port Hope, has 
iron ore been discovered in paying quanti. 
ties ; but in the valley of the Ottawa, we 
have accounts of valuable discoveries and 
operations for development on an extensive 
scale being made. Hero ig an article from 
the Ottawa Free Press of the 3rd inst., 
which will afford food for reflection : 


“Mr, Pew, of Now York, haa closed with 
Mr. Philip Thompaon for the purchase of the 
Forsyth and Baldwin iron mines in tho County 
of Ottawa, The consideration is said to be 
something in the Vicinity of a hundred thou- 
sani dollars, Tho mines aro very valuable, 
and it is estimated that eighty million tons of 
ore can bo unearthed before they are exhaus- 
ted. Tho purchaser is subject to the contract 
entered into between Mr, Thompson and 
Messrs, 8, C, & D. Charch, of the United 
States, for 15,000 tona annually for five years, 
and on which there is a royalty of $1 per ton 
paid. Mr, Pew intends to put tho farnaca 
already orectod at tho mines, and having 
capacity of 100 tons

A ‘TRIP 


Avorers, Africa, 13th March, 1880, 
Mk. Fivrron,—As yon expressed a wish to 
Fecwve an occasional letter from me, from 
Europe and Africa, for publication in your 
Yalu ble papor, I now propose to give you a 


Very bicf account of my travels up to the 
Prono tility, Notwithstondiog my love for 
Canala, the oppronch of winter created in mo 


a ewallow-like propensity to migrate to some 
warmer clime, Official obligations, however, 
detained me till the 14th of January lst, 
when I left Trenton for my winter trip. Al- 
though New York wasiduly reached on. the 
16th and I went abcard the eteamer the fol 

lowin, Morning, she w-s detained in the har: 
bor till Monday, the 19th of y, ou 
Which day at noon our steamship e Bri- 
tannicofithe White Star Line—one of the 
best ateamships on the Atlantic—left Sandy 
Hook for Liverpool with 106 cabin and 31 
steerage passengers, ‘Tho storms which had 

revailed upon the ovdan with unusual sever- 
ty for some months, were now succeeded Iby 
summer-like weather and wa reaclied Liver: 
pool early on Wednesday, the Z8th of Janu 

ary, having had onthe whole a mokt agree- 
able passage, without a storm at sea, or other 
incident to disturb the ordinary rounds of 
amusements indulged in by those who go 
down to the sea in ships, 


After lunch at the Adelphi Hotel and a 
few hours’ rest, my wife and I drove about 
tho city of Liverpool, visiting the different 
places of interest, and we were agreeably sur- 
pied by the bright sunshine Pont the count- 
eas numbers we saw skating in the city parks 
enjoying the Canadian November-like day. 

On the evening of the 28th of January last 
Mr, Whitley, the Conservative candidate for 
the City of Liverpool, was entertained by his 
peltion friends at a banquet at the Adelphi 

‘otel, and as Lord Ramsay, the Liberal candi- 
date, was then stoppin there, he received 
and ce re an invitation toattend the same. 
I Jearned from the morning papers the ban- 
quet, the Rpecohies, &c , passed off quite plea- 
sautly. ‘Therule in England is for each 
political candidate to treat his opponent with 
‘marked personal respect. Canadian politi- 
cians would do well to copy this example, 

There was mass mecting of about 15,000 
of the electors in front of the hotel in the 
OEE ee the 29th convened for the pur- 
poe of hearing a political speech from Mr. 

tladstone, who was to address them trom the 
balcony. They were doomed to be disap- 
pointed however, for on his arrival he was 
too feeble from ill health and family bereaye- 
ment (his sister having been buried the day 
before) to fultil his agreement, 

Mr, Gladstone, one of the leading veteran 
politicians on the Liberal side, merely appear- 
ed on the balcony, bowed to the electors and 
retired. He is now apparéntly an old and 
very feeble man, but notwithstanding this he 
will contest Midlothian against the Earl of 
Dalkeith at the next general election. 

Lord Ramsay made a short speech and 
Lady Ramsay appeared on the balcony and 
bowed to the electors, who, with the char- 
acteris‘ic gallantry of English men, cheered 
lustily. 

T have learned since that Lord Ramsay was 
defeated by over 2,000. The Liverpool voters 
are about 50,000, 

Leaving Liverpool for London, at noon on 
the th of January, a bright coldday, in a 
drawing-room caron the Midland Railway, 
thus havinga fair opportunity of viewin, 
the country through which we passed, 
was much impressed with the beauty of 
English rural scenery, the excellent cultiva- 
tion of the fields, which quite surpassed any- 
thing I have hitherto scen, The trim hedge- 
rows, the great variety of mansions, cottages 
and parks, which dotted the landscape. 

One naturally concludes that the scenery 
cannot be excelled, in the summer time, but 
it must be borne in mind that there are very 
few fine days in which to admire it. 

As we approached London the fog settled 
down and quite obecured our view of the 
country, and when St. Pancras depot was 
reached objects three yards away were not 
visible, The dense and almost. inpenetrable 
fog which prevailed during our stay in Lon- 
don precluded the possibility of yisiting bnt 
few of the various places of interest, or doing 
that city. If the historic New Zealander 
should visit Londen during the prevalence of 
a fog, no matter how zealous an artist he 
might be, he would doubtless abandon the 
work prescribed for him by the prophetic 
historian and perhaps invest in a photograph 
or steel engraving of St. Paul's. 

We uttended a solemn and impressive after- 
noon service on Sunday, the tirst day of Feb- 
ruary, ult., at Westminster Abbey, and 
heard an able sermon by Sir F. Gore Onseley 
from 7th chapter and 7th verse of St. Mark. 
The part of the Abbey occupied by the 
Sane ers was crowded to excess, and al- 
though lighted by gas was rendered gloomy 
by fog. In this narrative of my travels I 
will not attempt a description of West- 
minster Abbey—thetomple whero England 
honors her illustrious dead. 






Leaving London on the South Eastern Rail- 
way for Paris, via Folkstone and Bologne, 
wé duly reached our destination about 7 p.m. 
Here alao the fog prevailed to such an extent 
as to render oar visit to Paris very short and 
quito disagroeable, Awl saw that city for 
the firat time under most unfayorable circum- 
standes, I will therefore refrain from express- 
ing an opinion about it, more particularly as 
I understand it is the Paradiso to which good 
Amaricans hope ultimately to ao. 

Having loft Paris by tho 8,30 a.m. train on 
the Paris,Lyons end Mediterranean Railway, 
on the 4th of February we reached Marseilles 
at midnight, having had, after passing the 
fount of Fontainebleau (to which the fog 
obscured tho acenery), a good view of that 
section of the country through which we 
passed, and although the hoar frost in somo 
places covered tho fields, yinen and shrubs, 
and tho day was like our Canadian November 
woathor, the peasants were overywhere at 
work in the vinoyards and gardons, 

Maracillos in tho. oldest place in France, 
was founded 600 B. OC. by the Greoks and is 
now its third city; population $10,000, Hav- 
ing remained thore sutliciently long to have 
acon tho chiof objecta and places worthy of 
notice, viz—the harbor, Prado, Muaoum, 
Cathedral, Hotel do Villo, and Triumphal 
Aroh, &o., and having hada view from the 
Visto hills of tho picturesque position of the 
city, we left there at 5:80 p, m, on Saturday, 
tho 7th ult., for Algeria porjsteamship Peluso, 
Tho sun was setting as wo loft tho harbor and 
aftor dinnor the dock bedame crowded with 
passongors, The nightwas fino and there 
was aware ern eRe nir,the moonjand stare 
shono brilliantly and the Moditérrancean was 
noarly quite calm, 

Tho sky, the aoa, the warm ploasant atmos, 

phere were so onjoyabld that’ it was late in- 
aised before tho baz of volcom coawod and the 
passongars #0u, bt their staterooms. On Sun- 
day, Sth ult,, 1 found the day yory fino and 
tho sea atill calm, the steamer running about 
thirtoon knots an hour, Inthe afternoon wo 

nod botweon thé Isles Minorca and Majorca

An the anchor was dropped and the. el 
stopped, I emerged from tho lower regions 
and reached the deck, where all was uproar 
tumult and confusion. AsT had leard tho 
Approach to Algiers ranked ia beauty with 
the Bay of Naples, I cloued my oars against 
the buzzing babel of many voices and had my 
first view of the African coast and of the hnr- 
bor and City of Algiers, The view from the 
86a is at all times beautiful and was particn- 
larly #0 at the hour I first saw it.

Half nude Arab porters rushed on, deck 
from small boata,in which we were to land, with 
their turbans and white bernouson Prescuting 
Atruly ghost like aspect, but the muscular 
way those children of the Desort handled 
trunks and baggage would soon convince the 
onlooker that they are not only flesh and blood, 
but in tact ‘on their muscle.” After waiting 
for the crowd which pressed eagerly forward 
to deacend the steep ladder by the vessel side, 








Kooping steadily on our courao with yvory 
little head wind or stormy soa, wa roached the 


we followed and made our way in the dark. 
ness with much difficulty into a small boat 
and soon after gained the shore and were in- 
stantly encircled by a battalion of Arabs, two 
of whom I selected to convey our Waggage to 
Hotel de'Orient, where I had secured a room 
by telegraph from Marseillesand where in due 
course we safely arrived. Alviers,the capital 
of the Province of Algeria hay a population of 
about 53,000 consisting of Arabs, Jews, French 
and every variety of the European race. The 
ancient name of the city is Icosium, 


No one unfamiliar with the features of ori- 
ental life can fail to be deeply impressed by a 
firat visit to Algiers. The striking contrasts, 
the various costumes and races,—the joatlin 
contact of widely differing forms of lite an 
manners, present altogether a most forcible 
picture, Here stalks along the Bedouin Arab, 
his thin dark face overhung by a white cloth, 
bound round the crown by a fillet of twisted 
cords and his tall figure’ picturesquely draped 
in the folds of a large burnuous, 


There is a Jew, you may kuow him from 
his face, which exhibits the characteristic 
features borne everywhere by his race, a fez, 
around whicha black silk handkerchief is 
twisted in torban fashion covers Kia head. His 
dark jacket is encircled at the waist by a silk 
sash, grey baggy trousers reaching below the 
knee, blue stockings, highheeled shoes, and 
steel buckles, complete his dress, Hore 
again is a Jeweas with muslin handkerchief 
about her chin, with rich robes, gold band 
about her neck and stockingless feet, ‘ which 
are covered only at the toes by shoes. There 
is a Moor with’ a somewhat handsome face 
dressed in white turban, jacket,crimson sash, 
lavender trousera and white stockings. 


Moorish women with winding sheet-like 
scarfs, negresses with arms encircled with 
bracelets, swarthy Spaniards, half clad Arabs, 
epauletted French officers and Zouaves com- 
pose the motley street crowd. 


Another striking feature of a streot scene 
is the droves of heavily laden camels and 
donkeys with their Arab drivers which may 
be seen at all times on the streets and roads 
inand about Algiers. The Arab sanatory 
commission here, consists of a tame Jioness 
and three very religious Arabs, who, one on 
either slide of hor.and one holding hor tail 
visit at certain intervals the Marabouts’ 
tombs (tombs of Mohammed saints) in the 
vicinity and then the honses of 
the faithful, who may be sick, wheroe- 
upon—porfect hoalth ie forthwith restored. 


Thera are seven Mohammedan religious 
fraternities existing here at present, The 
most barbaric of which iv the Aisaaona—the 
Dignis or Demon worshipers. Mohammedans 
usually worship Allah, but the Aissaona wor- 
ship the Devil and Assyri, giving a a reason 
for their peculiar viows, that a beneficent Orea- 
tor demands or requires no prayera and only 
evil spirits should be appeased. Ihave wit- 
nessed two of those religion’ fetes—one in a 
flagged court of a Moorish house inthe Rue 
Kleber—the other on the sea shore near Saint 
Eugene, outside of the city, I will merely 
give a short description of the former. The 
Aissaona, a sect which I believe are a kind of 
dissenters from the true Mobammedan faith, 
commenced their fete in the presenco of sev- 
eral hundred people, by an overture on 
quaint oriental instruments followed by a 
demoniacal dance, which became quite frantio 
and continued till some of the worshipers 
dropped on the floor, Lhe Mokadden or 
Priest then sacrificed 12 fowls, 4 goats, 2 
sheep and 1 bullin a butcher like manner. 
When the ftoor was cleared of the victims 
and blood with which it was smeared, another 
mad dance followed, and then one of the per- 
formers with an iron spike forced his 
eyeball beyond the socket — another 
rubbed burning embers from a_ brazier 
between his hands—a third pressed a red 
hot poker soveral times against his 
forehead—a fourth stood barefooted on the 
edge of a sabre—a fifth filled his lips with 
needles, anda sixth ate cactus. All these 
revolting scenes wore performed amid tho 
burning of incense and tho savage roars of the

With a pertinacity which resembles that 

of the scold who is determined to have the 
last word, the local Grit paper keeps up its 
attempted defence of the dismissal of the 
late License Inspector for West Hastings. 
That this course of conduct is highly em- 
barrassing to the party to which it pro- 
fesses adhesion there can be no doubt, for 
the subject is a sore one, and will cost the 
Ontario Government dearly in a political 
way when the opportunity offers. The 
wound which it has inflicted on the party 
in West Hastings, like that which Mercutio 
received from Tybalt, may not be as deep 
asa well or as wide asachurch door, but 
it will suffice to cripple the party most 
effectually, so far as this division is con- 
cerned. 

In its latest flounderings on the subject, 

the apologist of this unwarrantablo act is 
rather more prudent than previously in 
that it makes no further damaging admia- 
sion as to the Government’s having been 
Sorced to remoye Mr, Ross in order to make 
room for one of Mr. Mowat’s friends—in 
other words, for an active political agent 
instead of a man who confined himself to 
the duties of his office. However, it 
professes to compliment itself, though with 
& very pitiful aspect, on a supposed advan- 
tage in the discussien which has taken place 
on the subjet. Let us see what this self- 
gratulation amounts to ; 

We asserted that Mr. Ross had been 
dismissed without cause, to which it was 
replied that there had been no dismissal, 
ashis yearhad expired. Thereupon we 
showed that Mr. Ross had been reappoint- 
ed at the commencement of the year (when 
the appointments had been made previous- 
ly) by acircular from the Provincial Sec- 
retary dated December 30th, 1870,instruct- 
ing him to continue in the discharge of 
his duties ‘‘ during pleasure,” which means 
during good behavior. 


We stated that tho dismissal of Mr. Ross 
was the act of a petty clique and 
had been severdy condemned by a 
number of leading mombers of the Reform 
party, upon which their would-be organ 
met this statement with the confident as_ 
sertion that there was no disagreement of 
tho kind in regard to the matter.

public intersts might occasionally be con- 
sidered, and when our Finance Minister 
initiated his regime by lowering the rate of 
our interest, contiding enthusiasts fondly 
hoped that the time had arrived when 
Property Holders’ Associations might well 
become but a memory of the past.

The British Elections. 
Noarly all the elections of tho 5th were 
held in the country constituencies, a ma- 
jority of the mombers olected being Con- 
sorvatives. Of the 27 returns 16 were Con- 
soryatives,  Liborals, and 8 Home Rulers. 
Tho contest in Midlothian resulted in the 
election of Mr, Gladstone by about two 
hundred majority over the Earl of Dalkeith. 
The net gain of seats by the Liberals is now 
59. 

A Constantinople despatch says thero is 
great oxcitemont and delight here at the 
result of the elections in Great Britain, 
especially among the Greeks. 

The Times says as soon as the Queen 
returns to England Ministers will doubt- 
loss place their resignations in her hands 
and sho will commission the leader of the 
Liberals to form a Oabinet. The Daily 
News says it is impossible Mr. Gladstone 
should hold any office except Premier, 

The Pall Mall Gazette says it is estimat- 
ted the new House of Commons will con- 
nist of 317 Liborals, 271 Conservatives,and 
63 Home Rulers. The Liberals will thus 
havo « majority of 46 over the Conserva- 
tives, or of 109 with the Home Rulers, but 
the Conservatives and Home Rulers com- 
bined will outnumber the Liberals by 17. 


Some of the more important elections 
occur within a few days, and are as fol- 
lows :—To-morrow, Cardiff, East Derby- 
shire, Hereford, West Middle Kent and 
West Aberdeenshire. On the 8th, West

Charlton’s comparison of the ‘land systems 
of the two countries, Sir John pointed ont 
that the systems were precisely alike in 
most points, while where difference existed, 
the difference was greatly in our favor. 
For instance, the homesteader in Oanada 
obtained his pre-emption lot on far moro 
fayorable terms than in the United States. 
In the United States the preemption lot 
was only to be purchased at $2.50 per 
acre in cash. In Canada he gets it on 
more favorable terms and had four years 
to pay forit. At least twenty thousand 
people went into the North-West under 
the direction of the Department of agri- 
culture last year, so ttat there was no 
serious checking of the growth ‘of popula- 
tion. Fifty thousand would probably go 
in this year. 


Sir Jobn at this point of his speech ask- 
ed Mr. Mackenzio if ho did not really 
believe 25,000 would go into the North- 
West this year. Mr. Mackenzie hesitated 
for a moment but then boldly took up the 
cudgels and denied it while blushing a good 
deal at his own audacity. Sir John cal- 
culated that at least -25,000 emigrants 
would goin this year, Ab loast three 
thousand heads of families would buy 
homesteads and pre-emption lots, that 
fifteon hundred heads of families would 
buy railway Jands, and that fiftoon hun- 
dred more would go to work without lands. 
This was a modest ostimate, not one at- 
tractive to speculators. ‘Tho average price 
would be about three dollars per acre, and 
tho income for the next year would proba-

The Globe has, ever since the question 
of protection was brought forward in the 
Canadian Parliament, contended that a 
tariff which would give protection to home 
manufactures would not ‘only seriously 
injure if not destroy the connection be- 
tween the Dominion and the mother 
country, but alsocause the United States 
to impose retaliatory duties on Canadian 
products; such as lumber and grain, and 
would shut them out of their markets. The 
effect of the National Policy, so far at 
least, has been to show the absurdity of 
the Globe's prediction as to our commercial 
and political relations with the mother 
country,the volume of our tradewith which 
has decreased very slightly, whilst that with 

the United States has fallon off very largely. 
Events in the latter country are now taking 
such a shape that the Opposition organ’s 
predictions in that regard bid fair to be 
given their quictus as surely as they have 
been in regard to our relations with the 
Empire. Proof of this is supplied by the 

Globe itself, which journal, in its issue of 
the 6th inst., publishes a spocial despatch 
dated Washington, April 5th, in which it 
is stated that “the argument made last 
Friday by Congressman Bowman, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and J. O, Bates, member of the 
Boston Board of Trade, in fayour of Con- 
greasional action looking towards the nego- 
tiation of a commercial treaty with Canada, 
has left a strong impression on the minds 
of members of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee.”

It is a pity that our neighbors did not 
discover all this before ; but then, under 
the beneficent administration of Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Cartwright, thoy had mat. 
ters all their own way and had no such 
scruples as to “‘spoiling” the Canadians as 
the sharp pressure of Sir Leonard Tilley’s 
tariff has compelled them to feel, There 
fore it does not at all surprise us that Mr. 
Cox, the Chairman of the Committee— 
who is a free-trade Democrat—is confident 
that the majority of that body will sustain 
him in favor of a resolution which shall 
provide in substance for the appointment 
of three Commissioners, ‘‘to ascertain and 
“report on what basis a treaty of reci- 
** procal trade for the mutual benetit of the 
* people of the United States and Canada 
** can be established,” 





This is, itistrue, buta short step to- 

wards a treaty, but it is a much longer 
step than the United States would have 
taken without solicitation from Canoda,and 
much more likely to result in securing the 
desired object, than could have happened 
for fifty years tocome under a tariff so 
favorable to them as that which was swept 
ous’of existence in March, 1879,and which, 
had the theories of the Grits been followed 
would still have been in force. Canada is 
now comparatively unconcerned on the 
subject of reciprocity with the United 
States though still desirous of a fair basis 
of trade, and will become less anxious on 
that subject as other markets are opened 
to our products, which  entorprise 
the present Government are doing all 
in their power to encourage. All advances 
in that direction must come from our 
neighbors, and now that we have some- 
thing to offer in return for favors sought, 
atreaty maybe arranged which will do jus- 
tice to both parties, The Globe meanwhile 
can recastits predictions or devote its 
prophetic attention more profitably to 
some other subject. 











The Great t'ea Case. 


The Ottawa correspondent of the Mon- 
treal Gazette, writing under date 
April 3rd, says :—‘‘The great tea caso 
has been brought to a settlement to-day. 
The owners have furnished evidence which 
seems to establish that the tea from ‘‘Yo- 
kohama” was a direct importation, and 
this has, accordingly, been released. Sov- 
enteen hundred and thirty-six half-chests 
from ‘‘Hiogo,” however, are retained, the’ 
seizure being, in the meantime, confirmed, 
as the evidence seems conclusive that this 
lot was imported on American account, its 
destination being changed after it left the 
port of export. It is said the Minister 
offered to accept a bond for the full amount 
and release the tea, and. it is not known 
whether this offer will be actedupon. Tho 
Government, throughout, have shown the 
utmost determination to protect the legiti- 
mate direct importer in the advantages 
which they intended to confer upon him.” 


The following additional information re- 
specting the great Tea seizure is from the 
same correspondent, dated Ottawa, April 5: 

‘‘T have obtained some particulars of the 
action of the Minister of Customs in con- 
nection with the great tea case, It appears 
that on Saturday last Mr. Lambo, accom- 
panied by two gentlemen from New York, 
agents of the Netherlands Trading Company 
through whose houses advances were mado 
for the purchase of the teas which were 
under seizure, interviewed the Minister of 
Customs. These gentlemen brought with 
them the invoices and consular cortificates 
of the Consuls at Yokohama and Hiogo, 
showing that the importation of toas from 

Yokohama and part of the cargo from Hiogo 
wero really and in fact direct importations 
to Canada, and were intended go to be 
when tho teas were shipped to Japau. The 
Consular certificate, however, which was 
intended to cover 1,700 half-chests of tea 
shipped from Hiogo, and upon which the 
whole seizure was based, was not satisfac- 
tory, and these tess are held for further 
and satisfactory evidence of this being a 
direct importation, failing which tho lot 
will be confiscated, the 
department is to the effect that the certifi.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT —SEGOND SESSION,

Sir Leonard Pilley took the opportunity 
of making his unfairly interrupted. apeech 
on the occusion of introducing sume further 
amendments of a slight character to the 
tariff,of which the Mail gives'the following 
élear sutimary. He contented that hehad 
dealt with the finances of the country in 
his former speech in a spirit of fair play, 
and completely free from/personal enmity 
towards his predecessors. The estimates 
for the year 1881 are $25,007,203. Add 
some supplementary estimates for North- 
West purposes of about $200,000, and the 
sum of $25,207,103 will be the full esti- 
mates for the present year,8o far as at pre- 
sent ascertained. In presenting these 
figures, Sir Leonard made a comparison 
of them with his estimates of 1873-4, and 
with the estimates of subsequent years, 
showing how favorably the’ estimates of 
his last ‘year compared with those of his 
successors. He déalt next with the taxa- 
tion of the people from 1868 to 1869. The 
taxation had apparently increased one dol- 
lar per head in consequence of the as- 
sumption of the debts of the larger pro- 


were laid ion the 


tho increase of the rate of customs and 
excise per eapita payments, Mr, Ross had 
xcoatly overstated the present per centage 
of customs|payment in tho various Provin- 
ces, Ho also read tuldgrams from the 
sugar refining company, the nutlock eon.

dustries in question were ina ataté of an- 
couraging progress, An article from the St. 
Jolin Telegraph, the ablest of the eastern 
journals, caused a certain amoint of discis 
sion.

When it ap- 
peared plainly that it was not un-Knylish 

then we were told it was not ao National 
Policy at ail. He denounced at the end of 
speech tho unpatriotism of rejoicing at the 
defeat of Lord Beaconstield’s Goyernment 

because it was understood that somehow 
this would break up (vertain’ supposed ar- 
rangements between Sir John Macdonald 
and Lord Beaconsfield. The yehemence 
with which Sir Leonard denounced the 
want of patriotiam was warmly accepted by 
the House, and when he closed at 9:15, 
after speaking from four o'clock, he was 
greeted with prolonged applause. 

Sir Albert Smith followed. Hereviewed 
the ante-Confederation utterances of Sir 
Leonard when he was ‘advocating the 
entrance of New Brunswick into the Gon- 
federation, and claimed the utter failare 
of his predictions, Alluding to the stigma 
cast by Sir Charles Tupper upon Sir 
Richard Cartwright, that he was the king 
of deficits, Sir Albert said that Sir Alex- 
ander Galt had had to declare when Finance 
Minister the largest deficits within the 
experience of this country, and yet he was 
now the man whom the Tories delighted to 
honor. In conclusion, he dwelt at length 
upon the alleged prejudicial operation of 





vinces and the rearranging of the debts of 
the smaller provinces ; hut this waa not 


‘really taxation in addition, as what was 


taken with one hand was given to the 
provinces with the other. The Inter- 
coloniul railway also made necessary some 
additional taxation as one of the necessities 
‘of Confederation. The Post office also 


‘called for extra expenditure over its re- 


beipts. The lighthouses, tho fisheries, the 
Pacific railway, tho new Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors,and other expenditures. account for 
the gradual extension of expenditure. Of 
course at the same time the reyenue has 
gone on increasing also, partly naturally, 
and partly in consequence of thotakpende 
tures referred to. From 1869 to 1873 there 
had been an increase of the debt of the 


foountry by the sum of $24,119,880. The 


leading items of this incease were as fol- 
lows :—Intercolonial railway, $14,110,000 ; 
debt arrangements, $13,190,000 ; total, 
$27,310,000. In fact, these two necessary 
and inevitable items made by themselves a 
a larger sum than the whole increase of 
debt from 1867 to 1873, On the other 
hand, there had been’ an inciease of debt 
If we 
add to this the expenditure for contracts 
made by the late Goyernment to the extent 
of $6,951.000, we get a total of $04,783,607 
as the real increase of debt under the late 
Government. The present Government 
had to provide for the completion of Mr. 
Mackenzie's railway contracts in the North- 
West; building the missing link and saving 
the expenditures of Mr. Mackenzie from 
being ruinous, by completing them with 
more energy than he had shown, In rela- 


‘tion to this Pacitic railway matter, Sir Leon- 


ard expressed his amazement ‘at Mr. Mac- 
kenzie’s opposition to the Britis Columbian 
section, and directed the attention of the 
House to the weakness of Mr. Mackenzie's 
position. 

In the course of-his,speech, Slr-Leonard 
developed more fully than Ver. before in 
the course of this session the Pacific Rail- 
way policy of the Government, He said 
that in the course of the next two years 
they would expend at least two. millions 
per apnum in opening the railway from 
Lake Superior to Winnipeg and 200 miles 
beyond, including the British Columbia 
section. This would make $20,000,000, 
and after this no. more than five millions 
per annum would be expended, including 
the British Columbia work. It was caleu- 
lated that the whole cost of tho railway 
from Lake Stperior to tne Pacific Ocean 
would be no'moré than $60,000,000. 1 
was also calculated'that the sales of lands 
and the revenue derived from them would, 
even taking wless-hopeful view than was 
taken by Sir John Macdonald, pay all in- 
terest on cost, aud even more than that. 

Sir Leonard, after dealing with the 
Pacific Railway, took up the question of 
the tariff, discussed the singular petition 
that was presented on the day he made 
his' budwet’ speech, and defended his posi- 
tion in New Brunswick. He stated that 
New Brunswick actually received as much 
from. the Dominion as she paid into it. 
The manufacturing interests of New 
Brunswick have always been underrated ; 
as a matter of fact thore havelalways been 
agood many prosperous industries thero. 
At present they are all prosperous, A 
sugar refinery is to be opened at Moncton, 
machinery for which is now being purchas- 
edjin England, 

At this point Sir Albort Smith demanded 
to know how many men the sugar refinory 
would employ. Sir Leonard seldom in- 
dulges ina joke, evon under superior 
advoritagés, but Sir Albort was really too 
tempting,'and so tho Finance Minister 
replied that it would employ 80 many mon 
and encourage so much industry that Sir 
Albert would not be likely to bo returned 
At the noxt election. He cornered another 
radiant Roformer by dothihding the namo 
of a single man who had been driven into 
insolvency as a restlt of the National 
Policy. How could wo tell that? said Mr, 
Weldon or Mr. Burpeo, and that gaye the 
Finindd Minister an opefifig, and ho put 
this question, ‘If you ‘Salitiot find that 
out, how comes it that thd Opposition are 
always tolling us that bankruptcies are 
the result of tho National Polley?’ But 
the Opponition are not given to ontoring 
into details, A good gonoral yarn doos 
duty too well to bo weakened by facts, 
Tho Financo Minister was vory tninute in 
hiworiticisma of the Opposition, foilowing 
them into almost overy detoil of thoir 
chargon against the National Policy and 
giving thom day and date, foots and figures, 
atatisticvand statements in a way that 
quite silencod Mr, Mackenzie and oven Mr, 
Reali, 

Aftor rocows the Finance Minister, in res 
ply to Mr, oi W, Ross, ropoated tho rofu- 
tation ho had proyiously mado of the mom- 
bef for Middlosex’s statomonts concerning 


the tariff on the lumbering and shipping 
interests of the Maritime Provinces, and 
especially New Brunswick. 

r. Tasse followed. He dealt with a 
great variety of topics connected with the 
National Policy. Mr. Tasse sought high 
game and dealt with the arguments of Mr. 
Mackenzie and Sir Richard Cartwright. 
Naturally enough, he devoted some time 
toa discussion of the lumber trade. He 
accused the Liberal patty during the 
Ontario campaign of having in the Globe 
denounced an alleged ‘‘Brench domina- 
tion.” The Globe has sneered at French 
Canadians all through the campaign.. Mr. 
Tassee read extractsfrom the Globe to 
denounce them for their inimical dealing 
towards the people of Quebec. He repudi- 
ated and resented these extracts from the 
Globe, and wanted to know what Messrs, 
Laurier and Casgrain thought of them. 
He dealt also withthe Pacific Railway, 
showing that the late Government had 
fully committed itself to that project. He 
read an effective quotation from one of 
Mr. Blake's campaign speeches in May 
last, in which that gentleman advised that 
“until” our own experience was added 
to the experience of ‘other nations,” it 
would not be wise to reverse the National 
Policy. He concluded in an eloquent 
pecreaion which was very warmly applaud- 
ed. 
The débate was continued by Mr. Gil- 
mour (Liberal), He dwelt more particular- 
ly on the effects of the National Policy in 
New Brunswick than in other Proyinces, 
and gave figures to show that the shipping 
and lumbering interests had been seriously 
affected by the Government's fiscal policy. 


Mr. Killam moved the adjournment of 
the debate, and the House rose at 1;16

Practical Hints for April. 


Barley.—A fine condition of the soil is 
indispensable for this crop. Old barley 
growers know all about this, but many 
want to grow barley (because it is a protit- 
able crop when successful. It will succeed 
in any good, well prepared soil, but a mel- 
low clay loam which can be brought to 
good tilth is to be preferred. But good 
crops of bright grain may be grown on 
lighter loams if in,good heart. It may be 
made an excellent soiling crop to follow 
clover, andas achange from oats, We 
prefer to sow thickly, say 24 bushels per 
acre, but opinions vary in thid respect, and 
from 14 to 2} bushels is the range. 

Oats. —Early sown oats in our hot clim- 
ato aro, as a rule, better than the late sown. 
Our climate is not so fayorable for oats as 
the cooler northern and northeastern ones, 
There oats aro heavy and plump, and seed 
from Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brans- 
wick, will produce well for two or three 
years, By using seed from these northern 
ldcalities, oats may be grown in the Middle 
States weighing from 36 to 45 pounds per 
bushel. 

Corn.—This is one of those crops which 
require a warm soil, and which sutfer from 
a lato frost, But the ground may bo pro- 
pared in season to help on the planting 
afterwards, As good a crop may bo grown 
on stubble as on sot if tho right method is 
followed; and this is simply to give sufti- 
cient manure and thorough cultivation, 
100: bushels per acre may be prodiiced, and 
this meana double or treble pay for tho 
samo labor. Far larger crops than this 
havo. been grown, and of late years, thanks 
to the general diffusion of scientific know- 
ledge through the best of the agricultural 
journals, tho average yield of this grain has 
beon doubled. A yield of 75 or 80 bush- 
lw is now secured whore 39 or 40 used to 
satisfy facmors, The tiso of fortilizors and 
good mothods of oultivation have effectod 
this; but the same means may bo made 
available for even larger yields, and ono 
should never atay satished with a largo 
crop, but try for still groater ones. Tho 
timo of planting of courso varios with tho 
latitude, and these remarks apply whon 
corn-planting is in season. 

Cows.—Gargot and abortion troublo tho 
dairymon, Wo believe in provention. The 
former may surely be provented by due 
caro, As soon as tho uddor contains milk, 
it should bo relieved by drawing off a part 
of it, if there is any tendency to hardness. 
Those disoasos aro often nm consequence of 
wonknoss. A fat avimal may bo woul for 
want of food. When a cow's tino ap: 
proachos and tho food is suddenly roducod, 
diattirbanco of tho ayatom is causod. Cir- 
culation becomes irregular, find congostion 
ocours in, the most anacoptible organs. ‘The 
udder is tho principal ono of these at this 
poriod, afd an attack of gargot is very auro 
to ocour, This may not always bo bo, but 
long oxporience and observation convinces

He sat 
for South Ontario in the Canada Assembly 
from 1866 until the Union, when he was 
returned to the Commons, where he cun- 
tinued to represent South Ontario until 
the general election in 1874, whon he was 
defeated.

A lendiay Montreal tirmof butter dealers 


tions un butter-making, which if strictly 
followed imight prove of intinite value in 


} the future to the large number of butter | bri 


wakers throughout Canada, 
follows:— 


‘The poor tubs that haye been used in 
some parts of the Townships the past few 
years have hurt the sale of the butter, A 
sawn stave tub is not fit to keep butter in; 
it is too heavy, gets dirty quickly, and can- 
not possibly be kept clean in shipping. 
Poor fitting lids, with emall sawn rims are 
almost worthless, and break up like pipe- 
stems. All tubs should be made from the 
best wood, split staves (never sawn on any 
account), and haye tight fitting covers with 
& broad rim, ‘he proper height ofa tub 
holding fifty (50) pounda of butter measur- 
ed on the outside with the lid on, is fifteen 
(15) inches. Farmers that will insist upon 
putting their butter into cheap tubs must 
expect to sell their butter at a cheap price, 
as the English market is getting very par- 
ticular about the kind of tubs used. A 
cool, dry room to keep your milk in, anda 
cool place to churn in, anda cool place to 
keep your butter ib, are all indispensable 
for good butter making. Remember the 
bottom principle of good butter making is, 
even temperature all through. New pans

Carpets should be throughly beaten on 
the wrong aide first, and then on the right, 
after which spots may be removed by the 
use of ox-gall or ammonia and water, 


The healthiest way to cook beans 18 as 
follows: Parboil a pint of beans witha 
little saleratus in the water. Then boil 
them in another water until quite tender ; 
put in a quarter of a pound of butter, salt 
to taste, a little pepper, and a coffee cup 
of now milk, Let themsimmer a short 
time after the seasoning is put in. 

Where hard finished walls have already 
been kalsomined, the sviled coats should 
be washed or scraped off before a new one 
is puton. ‘This is the most disagreeable 
part of tho process. Tho furnituro should 
be covered, as lime makes spots that are 
removed with difficulty, especially upon 
black walnut. 

Furniture needs cleaning as much as 
other woodwork. It may be washed with 
warm .soap suds, quickly wiped dry, and 
then rubbed with an oily cloth. To polish 
it, rub it with rotten-stone and’sweet oil. 
Clean off the oil, and polish it with a cham- 
oig skin. For ordinary woodwork use 
whiting to rub the dirt off, and ammonia. 
Mortar and paint may be removed from 
window glass with hot, sharp vinegar. 
Grained wood should be washed with cold 
tea, 

In washing painted walls, it is a good 
plan to remove from tho room everything 
that can bo injured by steam, and then 
hang sheets wrong from hot water in tho 
room ‘The vapor, condensing on the walla, 
softens the dirt, which may be wiped off 
with woollen cloths, wrung from soda water, 
Ccilings that have beon smoked by a kero- 
sono lamp should be washed with soda wa- 
tor. If the wall abovo tho stove :has 
been smoked by the stove, cover the black 
patches with gum shellac, and they will not 
strike through either paint or kalsomine, 

Paint your plastered walls and they will 
not absorb odors, Youcan easily clean 
them with sodaand water, Soap and wator 
spot them. When paper and plaster bo- 
come saturated with effluvia nothing but 
entire removal will cloan them. Insects 
will not harbor in painted’ walls, Bofore 
paint or kalsomine ix applied to walla every 

crack and crevice should be filled with 
plaster or coment mado of one part water 
to ono part silicate of potash mixed with 
common whiting. For the kalaomino put 
a quarter of a pound of white glue in cold 
wator over night and hoat gradually in the 
morning wnbil dissolved. Mix oight pounds 
of whiting with hot water, add tho dissoly- 
od glue and stir togothor, adding hot water 
until about the consistency of thick oroam.

That Bxodus. 


A stranger reading the Grit press of the 
day would be led to believe that the coun-

In fact the Globe calls our 
flourishing factories monopolies, And is 
it not a little rem *rkable that in their flight 
those who are allo. ‘d to have made their 
exodus because o: the N. P., should 
jump out of the frying pan into the fire, by 
fleeing to a country oppressed, asthe Grit 
organs might say, with a protective duty 
at least 50 per contin excess of ours, a 
country that we have been told over and 
over again was ruined by its protective 
policy. The fact is that the alleged hegira 
isahumbug. There will always be an in- 
terchange of population between countries 
so closely contiguous as Canada and the 
United States, but this interchange is not 
now being carried on toa greater oxtent 
than usual. The great bulk of those who 
are leaving the older Provinces are farmers 
bound for Manitoba and our new North-

| Miss Merrill's Death. 
WHAT DR. ALLEN SAYS OF IT. 


A REMARKABLE STATEMENT. 


Dr. Thomas E 
| physician and surgeon, 
| this morning by a representative of the In- 
| TELLIGRNOBR, and freely conversed con- 
cerning tho case of Misa Merrill, which has 
attracted so much public attention,and with 
which his name has been prominently 
connected. 

The Doctor stated that at about 8:30 on 
Wednesday night he visited Mr, Merrill's 
house after the inquest had beon held, and 
examined the body of Miss Merrill. The 
body was laid out and covered with 
a sheet, in a cold room the windows 
of which had been opened during the whole 
of the day. He, not believing that death 
had taken place, placed a glass over the 
mouth and nose, and saw plain traces 
of moisture from breath on the glass. 
He next placed his car to her chest and 
could hear a faint pulsation of the 
heart, and then placing his hand on the 
carotid artery felt that the. blood was 
circulating. Directing those who were 
present to place the body in bed and to use 
warm water, bottles warmed with water and 
warm irons as the means of restoring ani- 
mation, he left, and returned at about 
11 o'clock. . At this time, he says, 
he again applied a glass to the nose and 
mouth and found plain traces of moisture. 
The pulsation of the heart could be plainly 
distinguished by placing the ear to the 
chest, and on putting his hand on the 
carotid artery he counted 37 beats to the 
minute. The doctor says that Messrs. Mott 
and Ladow (his student), Mr. N. Daven- 
port, Mr. and Mrs. Armstrong and others 
also heard the beating of the heart. He 
then drew the under eyelid down and it 
flew back as it would do naturally, and 
pinched the skin and it returned to its 
natural shape, showing normal elasticity 
(the skin loses its elascity, he says, four 
hours after death). The eyes were not 
glazed at all, but set firmly, as also were 
the jaws. Allthe deep muscles wore set 
firmly, and those near the surface frozen 
stiffly, when he first saw the body, but 
under the treatment which he had pre- 
scribed these latter became lax, having 
been thawed. 
On Thursday morning,at about 7 o'clock, 
he returned and found the symptoms 
improving, the body being quite warm 
under the axillary, the skin still possessing 
all its previous elasticity and the breath 
being plainly perceptible on the glass. At 
9. m. the temperature under the axillary 
was 67 degrees, the warmth of the body 
having increased by 5 or 6 degrees. 
Between 1 and 2 o'clock p, m., in com- 
pany with Drs. Tracy and Ridley, he again 
examined.the subject, A spirit thermometer 
was applied to the mouth, and the spirit 
went up about an inch from the bulb, 
indicating a temperature of about 70 
degrees. It was resolved to apply the test 
of electricity, and Dr, Allen proceeded to 
Dr. Tracy’s house for a battery, on returns

patient into a trance, in which she died. 
Dr. Ridley, who was also seen, stated 
that he coincided with Dr. Allen as to the 
last stago of the case. 

Dr. Tracy, who was also asked declined 
to express any positive opinion on the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. N. Davenport, in reply to an inter- 
rogatiop, said he could not say that he 
heard Miss Merrill’s heart beat, as stated 
by Dr. Allen. He applied his ear to the 
chest for but a moment, and as there was 
not perfect quiet in the room, he could not 
hear any sound. However, he was confi- 
dent that he saw moisture on the glass 
when it was withdrawn from the mouth 
and nose of the seeming corpse. 


There is, as will thus be seén, a very 
wide divergence of opinion amongst the 
medical men as to this case, which is cer- 
tainly one of great interest not only to the 
public, but to the medical profession. 

The funeral of Miss Morrill will take 
place to-morrow at 10 o'clock a. m.

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AN UNPATRIOTIC PARTY. 
Under this heading the Montreal Gazette 
has the following trenchant remarks :— 
“The Clear Grits are rejoicing over the 
defeat of the Conservative Government in 
England and at the return of the Liberals 
to office. Itis perhaps a natural feeling 
on their part, and one conceraing which 
no one has any right to complain. Their 
sympathies are with the Liberal party. 
The triumph in England has for them some 
consolation in the position in which they 
now standin this country. But when we 
come to understand the grounds of their 
Tejoicing the case is somowhat different. 
Here, for instance, is adespatch from To. 
ronto to the Liberal papers throughout the 


country, which affords some indication of 
the growuds upuu which vuc Liberal friends 
rejoice at the change in England :— 

Toronto, April 1.—The Liberal gains in 

England are received with demonstrations of 
joy by the Canadian Reformers. Should 
Beaconsfield be defeated, a demonstration is 
being contemplated by the leading Reformers 
ofthis cijyy. Itisfolt thats change of the 
Ministry in England will be fatal to the Cana- 
da Pacific Railway and strengthen Mr. Blake's 

hands in his assaults upon the Government 

Policy. 

The obligation to build the Pacific Rail. 
way is one from which the people of Canada 
cannot escape. Itisan obligation which 
must be fulfilled both on grounds of hon- 
esty and honor, as well as on grounds of 
self-interest. It is, therefore, a matter of 
great consequence that Canada should have, 
if it can be possible to haye, assistance at 
this moment. Whether Lord Beaconsfield, 
if he had remained in office, would grant that 
assistance or not is not known. The im- 
Pression has grown strongly in the public 
mind that he was to some extent commit- 
ted to the granting of aid, and it is evident 
that our Clear Grit friends have shared in 
that impression. It seems, therefore, an 
extraordinary thing that thoy should rejoice 
in an electoral incident which has. resulted 

in depriving this country of substantial aid 
in the development of its Great Northwest 

Surely that party must be avery unpatriot- 
ic one which can make such a subject the 
ground of rejoicing, simply because it may 
add force to the party onslaught which it 
is proposed to make upon the Government 
in connection with the Pacific Railway. 


THE ALLEGED EXODUS. 


The Montreal Post (Indopendont) says : 
The Liberal journals are full of emigration 
to the States, and are magnifying and mul- 
tiplying the numbers as rapidly as they can. 
As matter of course the whole blame is 
laid upon the National Policy. There is 
no use ia denying the fact that a number 
of people are leaving Canada for the United 

States and the Northwest, though not in 
such proportions as the Globe would lead us 
to believe, and not certainly in numbers as 
great as at former poriods. A season of 
prosperity in the States has always the ten- 
dency to attract peoplé from Canada, somo 
of whom stay there, but most of whom 
return with some means, and tho present 
“ exodus” is due entirely to such natural 
causes. If the National Policy had not 
been inaugurated, there would just now be 
a real exodus. 

AN IMPROVEMENT IN TRADE. 

The Syracuse (N, Y.) Jowrnal observes : 
— ‘There is a marked improvement in 
trade in Canada, The customs 
receipts fur March were nearly $300,000 
more than in the corresponding month of 
1879. Tho inland revenuo receipts also 
give a large increase. Tho railroad returns 
show greatly augmented traffic.” But what 
is patent enough to outsidors and unbiased 
Osnadians, will not be admitted by journals 
of tho Globe stripe, which think they elo- 
vatethomselyos by making little of tho 
country.

The Lumber Business. 


MILL AT FERRY POINT. 

Eaglo Mill at Ferry Point, the property of 
the Mosars, Rathbun, presonts just now & 
busy sceno, work at tho mill and in the yards 
being in full blast, Daring the winter the 
mill underwent a thorough renoyation,and & 
quantity of now machinery for the manu- 
facture of moulding slats, blind slate and 
panols, was added, There being an ample 
supply of logs in the boom—over 50,000— 
operations were commenced on the 22nd of 
March, being rathor carlior in the season 
than usual, and at prosent employment is 
given to between 65 and 70 men and boys. 
In a fow days this number will be increas- 
ed to 85 or 90. Tho mill is in capital 
condition, is supplied with all machinery 
for outting, in addition to ordinary lumber, 
barrel hoadings, lath, &o., its working 
capacity being 75,000 feet every eleven 


hours, but averaging about 60,000 
feet. Power is supplied by two 
engines of 40 horse power each, There 


are three immense boilers and by an in- 

genious contrivance the saw dust, which is 

utilized for fuel, isconveyed by cleyators 

and fed from the top of the boiler. A 

new feature for keeping the boilers 

freo from scale, and which was 
introduced at the suggestion of 
Mr. Geo. Robb, inspecting engineer o 
the Canadian Steam User’s Association— 
js said to work admirably. A pipe is plac- 
ed at the rear end of the boilers, to which 
is attached a blow pipe, and when the boil- 
er is full and the water is agitated the tap 
is opened, the sediment is drawn into the 
pipe and expelled. 

Excellent facilities are furnished for put- 
ting out fires, there being in addition to a 
large supply of buckets and immense tanks 
kept constantly filled with water,a chemical 
engine and a stationary steam engine, with 
3,000 feet of hose, which can force the water 
over the mill and over six piles of lumber. 

The yard is one of the finest and largest 
in the country, being supplied with a net- 
work of tramways, and every convenience 
for hauling, piling, &c, At present there 
is about 4,000,000 feet of lumber on the 
grounds, in addition to lath, headings, &c. 
Shipping will commence probably in about 
two weeks. 

During the past winter 600 feet has been 
added to the docks, which now have a 
frontage of over 1500 feet, and with 
16 to 18 feet of water, gives one 
of the finset and most extensive dockages 
to be found in the Proyince. At the west- 
ernend a steamboat dock has just been 
completed, of the most substantial charac- 
ter, and here the depth of water at the 
present time is about 16 feet. Mr, Ralph 
Murray has charge of the mill, and Mr, 
Lake is bookkeeper and in charge of the 

yards. Both are men of large experience, 
and well qualified for the positions they 
occupy. We understand that with the 
exception of about adozen men, all the 
parties employed in and about the mill are 
residents of Ferry Point and vicinity.

The Budget debate was resumed by Mr. 
Killam, of Yarmouth. Mr. Ryan, of Mont- 
real, accepted Sir Richard Cartwright’s 
challenge to prove that twelve hundred 
men had been employed in Canada asa 
result of the National Policy. Mr. Ryan 
asserted thatin Montreal alone, at least 
four or five thousand more people were 
employed now than last year. He contend- 
ed that the results of the tariff in Montreal 
wore repeated in every other locality where 
any industry existed which could benefit by 
& protection tariff. He illustrated his 

argument by reference to the various in- 
dustries in Montreal in particular. He 
pointed out the fact that the Grand Trunk 
workshopshad turned out twentylocomo- 
tives this year, which formerly they imported 
fromthe United States at,say,$10.000 each. 
This would show a sayiag or $200,000 to 
the active industry of the country in that 
one branch alone. The same fact might 
be asserted by Mr. Ryan as true of the In- 
tercolonial railway, on which the locomo- 
tiveshaye been built since the present 
Government came into power, the majority 
of them having been formerly imported 
from the United States. 

Mr. Burpee (St. John) followed Mr. 
Ryan. As he began by declaring that he. 
would not deal with Sir Leonard’s financial 
statements and would not follow him into 
his Estimates, it seemed singular that he 
should speak at all. But it soon became 
apparent that Mr. Burpee was disposed to 
be historical and to discuss Confederation 
andthe history of the Intercolonial, 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Lougley andiothers, and Sir John A. Mao- 
donald announced that the discussion 
would be closed to-night.

Confession of the Murderer. 


A Brutal Story— What the Doctors 
Say—Details of the Place. 
(From the Montreal Star, April 10.) 
High Constable Bissonette arriyed from 
Arthabaskavillo last night, bearing with 
him the confession of Oleophas Lachance, 
the murderer of Odilic Desilet. The story 
is afearful one, Asia known, Lachanco 
at first denied all knowledge of the crime, 
and gave the constable a lengthy and min- 
ute account of his proceedings during the 
day of the murder (March 29th). he 
account received a strong contirmation 
from the fact that the Cure of Bulatrode 
hud met the unhappy murderer some dis- 
tance from the scene of the tragedy at the 
time at which the crime was supposed to 
haye been committed. The way in which 
this mevting camo about is explained in 
the confession. The district authorities, 
from this and from the fact that both 
families were very respectable, were dis- 
posed to be lenient, and Lachance,

Onthe left side of 
her head and extending from the ear to the 
oy@ was a bruise three inches and a half in 
length, while making an angle with this 
was another dent, Strange to say, how- 
ever, the skull was not fractured. ‘Tho 
wound in the girl's throat was about an 
inch and « quarter in depth, but did not 
Sever any important blood-yossels, so that 
dAvath Pauavly reaulea from eyncope 
caused by the blows received on the head. 
Both the girl’s hands were mangled by the | 
knife. The doctors, however, gave it as 
their opinion that she was stillalive when 
thrown into tho well. 

The examination of the wounds on La- 
chance’s hands showed a deep cut on the 
right one, between the thumb and first 
finger, and less serious cuts on the left 
hand. ‘Tho atick or billet with which he 
completed his bloody work, was found to 
have bloody finger marks on it, and when 
the doctors placed Lachanco’s hands on 
the stick they were found to fit the marks. 
The billet, which was about two feot three 
inches long and a couple of inches in diam- 
eter, was found to fit the wounds on the 
poor girl's head. The knife, which played 
so ghastly a partinthe tragedy, had two 
blades, both of which appear to haye been 
used. The doctors state that the wound | 
in tho throut was made by the smaller 
one. There is tremendous excitement 
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and the very key to the bloody business 
seems not to bein it. On the mourning of 
Monday, the 29th of March, Lachance’s 
sister sent an invitation to Odilie Desilet to 
cone to her house and spend the day with 
her. She did not come, and the Lachance 
family probably were surprised at her 
absence. Yet none suspected the awful 
truth, Cleophas Lachance had seen the 
girl approaching the house and had gone 
to meet her. Here is where the difficulty 
occurs, for Lachance does not seem to have 
been previously paying her attention. He 
met her, tried simply to wrest a kiss from 
her, according to his own account, and was 
repulsed so vigorously that he drew his 
knife and attacked her, with the terrible 
results stated in his confession. 

The distance between the houses of the 
Lachatices and Desislets is about 40 
arpents, and between the two houses lay 
the urioccupied house belonging to Madaine 
Babino. This vacant house was some 
distance from the main road and only-a 
few arpents from the Lachance cottage,

‘On the 29th of March last, after having 
dined, I left my father’s house and went 
to the Babino house, which was unoccupied, 
to meet Odilie Desilet, whom I had seen 
approaching; she ,was then about five 
arpents distant. {f met the deceased, 





















Odilie Desilet, opposite the place 
where the murder took place. 
1 asked her to embrace me. She refused 


and repulsed me, and I fell while holding 
her by the neck. I raised myzself, sti]l hold- 
ing her, and, being angry, assaulted her, 
striking her with my fist. I threw her 
down on the ground and drew my knife. 
She snatched it from my hands, but I held 
her to the ground with my hands and legs, 
and she said to me, ‘O God, he draws his 
knife;” when she said that, it was before 
she had taken the knife from me, When 
she had snatched the knife I attempted to 
recover it from her again,and grasped it by 
the blade; it was getting bold of it thus that 
caused me to cut my hands; in snatching it 
from her, the knife durted into her neck, 
It was this blow that caused tho inquest by 
the magistrate, After having been stabbed 
she tried to raiso herself ; 1 threw her down 
to the ground and went to seek the billet 
of wood produced in Court, in which there 
was anail. When I stabbed her it was near 
the middle of the road; I drew her near 
the well, after having struck her with the 
knife, in order that she might not escape. 
It was then that I split the piece of wood 
and returned to the girl lying on the ground 
near the well. The pieco of wood was part 
of the cover of the well. When I went back 
to the girl with the piece of wood she was 
lying on the ground on her right side, with 
her head near the well and her feet towards 
the road. I struck on the left temple with 
the piece of wood, noar the left eye. She 
moaned so that one would have heard her 
in Babino’s house had any one been there. 
I struck her again on tho left side of the 
head; I held the wood in both hands 
she raised her left hand and put it at the 
side of her head at the wounded place ; I 
struck her again and her hand remained in 
her hair, entangled there; sho moved no 
more. I threw her into the well head first. 
In the well I forced down the limbs upon 
the body to conceal them. The feet and 
part of the limbs appeared above the open- 
ing and I forced them down. Her hat and 
shaw! were in the road. I put them also in 
the woll, and afterwards put some pieces of 
board in the well above her. I left the 
body ib the well and went towards our 
house, but after getting half an arpent away 
ran back twice. 1 looked each time into the 
woll and she did not move. After that I 
went to tho barn near our house, to wash 
my hands, about eight arpents away. In 
leaving after tho murder at the well I per- 
ceived that my hands were out and that 
thero was blood on my jacket fromthe body 
of Odilie; also on my slooves whore I had 
put bloody hands, I washed my hands, in 
& little pool in the rear of tho barn. W hen 
I had done so 1 returned to tho high 
rond arid went back to the barn belonging 
to my brother Joseph Lachance, farther 
up. I stayod there until I was composed, 
1t was at this timo that I saw the Cure 
pass. I would have been content to have 
confossed all this several dayd’ ago butT 
could not make up my mind, but now I 
make thie confossion in order to take away 
any suspicion which might be cast upon an 
innooant porson. I make this declaration 
that Imay.rolioyo my conscience, This 
confession is mado of my own accord and 
is not causod by any throats or promises.

Tho color is sometimes 
purple, at others livid. This form of ecchy~ 
mosis is alinost invariably on the body of 
tliose who dio suddenly or by a violent death.

‘ Monpay, April 12. 

In the House of Commons after routine 
businwss, the resolutions reported from the 
Finance Committee recommending that the 
accounts of the Honse of Commons be sub- 
mitted annually to the Auditor-General for 
auditing were reported. 

Mr. Abbott introduced a Bill to provide 
for the distribution of the assets of insol- 
vent traders, 

On the motion to receive the report of 
the Committees on Way and Means, which 
include the tariff amendments, Mr. Pat- 
eraon (Brant) moved that the report be 
referred back to the Committee with 
instructions to amend the same by placing 
oulcene books for the blind upon the free 

ist. 

Sir Leonard Tilley stated that the Goy- 
ernment had considered the proposition, 
and could not consent to the change. 

The resolutions were incorporated in a 
Bill, which was read the first time; but 
before this was done a slight debate was 
raised by Mr. Charlton, who directed at~ 
tention to the impropriety of levying an 
export duty on saw-logs,as it operated 
prejudically to the Georgian Bay district. 
‘The Government said that the only pres- 
sure they had noticed wus in the direction 
of increasing the duty. 

The House then went into Committee of 
Supply. On the item of $217,200 for 
Arts, Agriculture, and Statistics,in reply 
to queries by the leaders of the Opposition 
and Mr, Ross (Middlesex), the Minister of 
Agriculture promised to consider the ad- 
visability of including in the ceusus re- 
turnsa column showing the quality of 
habitations, specifying whether of brick, 
yeneer, lumber,or rough-cast ; also a col- 
umn giving the value of all real property. 
Before the House risesa rough draft of 
the classes of information to be sought 
willbe laid before the members for sug- 
gestions, 


On the item of $159,750 for Immigra- 
tion and Quarantine, the Opposition 
criticized the increased vote asked for 
assisting immigration. 

After recess the debate was continued. 

The item was adopted, and also an item 
of $41,713 for pensions. 

The House adjourned at 12:40 a, m.

Tha other article to which we refer is one 
which appeared in the same columns two 
days after the one just referred to, on the 
“oxodus and the N. P.” From the head- 
ing and the past course of the Globe, one

The pros- 
perous breezes were with us when they reeled 
under the hurricane, ind now welieinthedoldrams 
while they forge ahead with a fair wind that must 
atrike us soon. The public will remember, that 
large numbers of Americans came into Canada 
when the depression that ruled across the border 
had not yet reached this side. They drifted back 
again when the stagnation that they helped to 
produce prevailed in the Dominion, and now Ca- 
nadians go to theStates intheir turn. Inashort 
time the exodus will equalize wages in the two 





The Pacific Railway Debate. 


The trouble will begin on Thursday. 
Mr. Blake has indicated his intention to 
proceed with his resolutions, and the Goy- 
ernment have agreed to set down the de- 
bate for Thursday next. To what extent 
he and his leader are agreed, in opposition 
to the Pacitic Railway, or to the British 
Columbia soction,is still a matter of doubt, 
of course; but there is a general agreement 
between their later views,thouzh on former 
occasions they certainly differed widely. 
Mr. Mackenzie is now in doubt whether 
Canada is able to go on with the Pacific 
Railway at all. Mr. Blake thinks that the 
British Columbia section is a ‘‘ dreadful 
section,” and that it would be better to let 
the British Columbia “ go,” than build it. 
Curiously enough, both place their objec- 
tion to building the road, on the ground 
that the finances of the country do not atall 
warrant the expenditure, Yet, as we have 
many times shown, both of them committed 
themselyes, one by his public advertise- 
ments, the other by his silence, to the 
building of the whole road, including 
the objectionable section, in August, 1878 
—one month before the elections. Now, the 
reader will at once see that if the Pacific 
Railway was going to be ‘‘ ruinous.” the 
Jate Government would hardly have put 
out that advertisement. In fact that ad- 
vertisement was probably issued with the 
intention of showing that the Government 
were going to build the road. If the road 
was unpopular in these cis-montane Pro- 
vinces, the gain of afew votes in British 
Columbia would not have compensated for 
the loss that would haye occurred here. 
Theretore, we may assume that the late 
Government, in August, 1878, thought 
they were doing a nice thing in issuing ad- 
yertisementa for the construction .of the 
whole Pacific Railway, including the 
‘dreadful section” to which Mr. Blake ob- 
jects. There exists, however, no word of 
protest, spoken or written, by Mr. Blake on 
thatoccasion. Butnow things havechanged. 
The Tories are in power. The Grits are not. 
The finances are not as bad as they were 
in I878. The Northwest is filling up with 
great rapidity. ‘The necessity for building 
the railway is greater than ever. Parlia- 
ment has given the Government authority 
to build it. The contracts have been 
issued. The policy of Mr. Mackenzie, in 
fact, is being fultilled. Tho Globe declared 
that the British Columbia section was the 
only one that would ‘‘pay from the first,” 
as there was fine land and much traflic 
awaiting it. But Mr, Blake has mado up 
his mind that ho will not ‘go-farther.” 
His conduct may be statesmanlike. ‘To us 
it appears factious. It may be honest, 
To usit scoms otherwise. 1t may be fair. 
To usit seems unfair, It is unfair to 
Oanada whose faith is pledged to the work. 
Unfair to British Columbia, whose inter- 
esta are involved in our keeping good faith, 
Itis unfair to Mr. Mackenzio, whose

Mr. Ketcheson’s commission as Lieut.- 
Col. of the 2nd Battalion of Hastings 
Militia was signed by Earl Elgin, then 
Governor General, on Sept. 21st, 1848, and 
dates from Sept. 20th, 1848. This forms 
a fitting climax to Col, Ketcheson’s military 
career, and that he well earned, by valuable 
services and by merit a distinction so prized, 
will be satisfactory to those who have pe- 
rused this brief outline of his connection 
with the Militia of Hastings, the hardships 
and privations of which in a country poor 
and yery thinly settled, we who live in the 
days of railroads, steamboats, telegraphs, 
and with all the comforts supplied by an 
advanced civilization, can form but a very 
faint idea of. We close with the hope that 
Col. Ketcheson and his surviving contem- 
poraries may yet be spared for several years 
to come, 





Business F'ailures. 


Messrs. Don, Wiman & Oo’s circular for 
he first quarter of 1880, gives the number 
of failures in the Dominion of Canada as 
503 with liabilities of $4,816,277, as 
against 634 with liabilities of $11,648,697 
for the quarter ended March 31st, 1879. 
The failures in the United States for the 
first quarter of this year, numbered 1,432 
with liabilities of $12,777,074, as against 
2,024 with liabilities of $43,112,655 in the 
same quarter of 1879. The figures this 
year are exceptionally small, showing a 
decrease of nearly one-half, as compared 
with the first quarter of any previous year 
since 1874. The liabilities are less than 
they were eyer before reported in any 
quarter since the commencement of the 
publication of quarterly returns. It is a 
matter full of significance that the in- 
debtedness of failed parties, in the first 
three months of the present year, do not 
equal one-fourth of the sum to which they 
amounted in any first quarter in the last 
preceding six years. As timo progresses, 
the figures relating to failares seom to 
indicate a steady continuance of favorable 
conditions for the trade of the country.

First Timber Shipment, 


THE RAFTING TRADE BEGUN 
AT BELLEVILLE. 

An important event in the history of 
railroad enterprise in this city occurred 
yesterday evening, namely the arrival of 
eight car loads of square timber—the first 
instalment of a shipment of fifty cars from 
Hastings over the Grand Junction Railway. 






















The timber, which was shipped by Buck 
& Stewart and is destined for the 
Quebec market, was taken to the railroad 
wharf, where it will be atonce rafted and 
forwarded to the market. Thus one of the 
benefits which Mr: Kelso and other pro- 
minent advocates of tho construction of 
this iron highway predicted js beginning to 
be realized, and as it happens very appropri- 
ately, on the day when the final disposition 
of the City’s bonus tothe Company was 
made, The advantages of Belleville as a raft- 
ing place are such that, with the completion 
of the Grand Junction to a connection with 
the Midland, they cannot but be largely av- 
ailed of by shippers of square timber.

The House went again into Committe of 
Supply, taking up the yote for Militia, 
$680,200, A decrease of $20,000.

On the item, Salaries of brigade majors, 


$17,100. 








Dr, Strange complained that thousam 
voted for militia was totally inadequate and 
he advocated areduction of the force to 
20,000 men. 

Mr, Masson did not think the force too 
large or that it should be reduced. If any 
increase-was made in the ‘estimates next 
year, the money could be spent in increas- 
ing facilities for drill. 

Mr. Boultbee advocated the reduction of 
the expenses of the staff, especially in the 
counties. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick oppossd any reduction 
of the force, and advocated the holding of 
drill every three years, The drill at com- 
pany headquarters, he belicyed, was almost 





useless, © advocated the changes of the 
district staff every five years, as many of 
the difficulties which had recently arisen 
in militia. matters—such as the one at 
Toronto—arose from jealousy among the 
Officera, which would be avoided if the 
change he suggested were made. He did 
not think there should be more than one 
school of gunnery in this country. If two 
schools were necessary; let.one be devoted 
to the training of cavalry or infantry. 

The item passed after some further dis- 
cussion. 

Qn the item, Public Armories, &c., 
251,000, 

Sir R. Cartwright called attention to the 
fact that the 33rd Rifle Association had 
been obliged to pay duty upon some rifles 
which they had imported. This was con- 
trary to the practice of the late Govern- 
ment, and, considering the expenditure 
which the officers of the militia had to 
incur, was something in the nature of a 
hardship, 

Mr, Bowell said that the rifles were for 
the use and were the property of individual 
members of the Association, instead of 
being imported for the Association itself, 
and the law and the custom was to charge 
the duty in such cases, otherwise they 
would be establishing an undesirable pre- 
cedent. 

The item was passed. 

On the item, Military College, $5,000, 

Sir R. Cartwright referred to the increase 
of $100 in the tuition fee of cadets in 
Kingston College. He had no doubt that 
whether at $200 or $300 ‘the education 
given there was well worth the money paid, 
but he feared that the increase would tend 


to nravent tha aona ot neonle of the farmin 
and sim: alaames rom entering, {a3 BUR 


gested that some prizes similar to scholar- 
ships should be offered. 

Mr. Masson said the hon. gentleman 
seemed to forget that the education given 
in this College was of a very high class 
indeed, and yet it was cheaper than similar 
education in any dther country. In 
France, the United States,, and other 
countries, young men entering similar 
colleges had either to pay very high fees or 
enter into some engagements with the 
Goyernment to serve in the army or in 
other ways after their course was finished. 
By this change the saving to the country 
would be abont $10,000 a year. It wasthe 
intention of the Government to see that the 
cadets were trained in engineering and the 
higher branches of military education. It 
was their purpose to secure proper teachers 
and officers for that purpose. 


This item passed, as did also several 
others which were debated, and the House 
adjourned at 12:40 a. m. 








Our New Division Court Act, 


During the last sessicn of the Ontario 
Legislature, our Division Court was con- 
siderably remodelled, and the jurisdiction 
extended. It will be of advantage to our 
readers to have some idea of what these 
changes are. 

1. Adebtcan be collected in the Division 
Court up to two hundred dollars, but when 
it exceeds $100 it must be a note or some 
kind of acknowledgmeut of the debt by the 
signature of the defendant. 

2. Personal actions snd replevin suits are 
entered from $40 to $60. 

3. All suits exceeding $100 are to be put 
at the foot of the list on trial day by the 
clerk. 

4. In all suits of over $100, the action 
may be brought in the Division Court where 
the place of payment is situated, but may 
be staeied to any other Division Court by 
the defendant making application to the 
Judge within eight days from tho time of 
the seryico of summons upon him, 

b. Any suit with the consent of the par- 
ties, may be tried in any Division Court. 

6. In any suit of over $100, tho Judge 
may direct an attorney fee of .$5, and not 
more than $10 to be taxed to the successful 
party, which shall bo taxed by the clerk 
and added to the other costs, 

7. In allsuits ofover $100, the party 
dissatisfied with tho» decision of the judge 
may appeal to tho Court of Appeal,and the 

receodings shall be the same as an appeal 

rom tho County Qourt. 

8, Olerks and balifts are now appointed 
by tho Lieutenant Governor,'and are ro- 

uired to make rogular: toturns in connec- 
tion with their offices to the Government. 

9. Clerks and baliffs are now prevented 
from collecting debts on conimission. 

10. Each party to a suit may requiro a 
jury in actions of replevin when the sum 
or value of the goods exceeds 820, and in 
all other actions when the amount sought 
exceeds $30. 

11, Jurors in Division 
entitled to a oo of $1. 

12. Appoals from the decisions of Jua- 
tioos of tho Peace under the Master and 
Sorvante’ Act for tho payment of wagos or 
dismissal from service shall hereafter bo 
mado to the Division Court holden in the 
division whore the causo of action arose, 

18. No Judgment summons shall now 
be iassuod by tho Olork of a Division Court 
‘until tho plaintiff, his ‘attorney or agont 
shall make and filo with him an affidavit to 
tho offect that the judgmont is not paid,and

Butontoy, April 13,—Thernins of the | 
house lately occupied by Wm.

The farm and buildings of the 
deceased are off from the main travelled 
road some three-quarters of a mile, situated 
on a side line known by the name of 
Gimlet-street or lane, and a more desolate 
forsaken place for a home could not well 
be imagined. The old man’ Hasking lived 
for some twenty-five years in the house 
now in ashes, and was seveaty-eight years 
of age. Ho had been twice married, but 
owing to family broils he had been separat- 
ed from his last wife for several years, 
She, however, on learning of his ‘death 
Perey, set up aclaim for his property. 

he evidence given at the inqueat yester- 
day, held by Coroner Fyfe, assisted by Dr. 
Dean, as wedical examiner, failed to elicit 
anything that threw much light on the 
afiair, andan adjournment for one week 
was made, to get, if possible, evidence to 
assist in unravelling the mystery. 

The points in fayor of the theory of 
foul play are briefly these. A gun, which 
Hasking had for years kept hanging over 
his bed,cannot be found; a large butcher 
knife is also missing,which’ ho usually took 
in one hand while opening the door with 
the other, so as to be prepared tor tramps 
or robbors, should they ask for admitance. 
Two hams, which at.seven o'clock on the 
evening of the fire were hanging in the 
shanty, are nowhere to be found, and they 
could not possibly have been burned. 
The lock of the trunk which he always 
kept under the bed was found in the ruins, 
with evident signs of having been forcibly 
wrenched off. And lastly, the fire com- 
menced in the east end of the house while 
the stove was located in the west end.

Importance of a. Knowledge of 
Pohtical Hconomy. 





Of the importance of the questions with 
which political economy deals it is hardly 
necessary to speak, ‘The science whidh 
investigates the laws of production and 
distribution of wealth concerns itself with 
matters which among us occupy moré than 
nine-tenths of human effort, and perhaps 
nine-tenths of human thoughts. In its 
province are included all that relates to 
tho wages of labor and the earnings of 
capital, all regulations of trade; all ques- 
tions of currency and finance; all taxes and 
public disbursments—in short, everything 
that can in any way effect the amount of 
wealth which acommunity can secure, or 
the proportion in which that wealth will bo 
diatributed between individuals. Though 
not the science of government, it is essontial 
totheaciénceofgovernment. Thoughittakes 
direct cognizance only of what are termed 
tho selfish instincts, yet in doing so it in- 
cludes the basis of all higher qualities. Tho 
laws which it aims to discover are the laws 
by virtae of which states wax rich and 
populous, or grow weak and decay ; the 
laws upon which depend the comfort, hap- 

iness, and opportunities of our individual 
licen And as the development of tho 
nobler part of human nature is powerfully 
modified by material conditions, if it docs 
not absolutely depond upon thom, the laws 
nought for by political economy are the 
laws which at Jast control the mental and 
moral ax well as the physical states of 
humanity. I 

Clearly, this is the science which of all 
noiences isof tho first’ importance to us, 
Useful and sublime: as are tho sciences 
which open tous thd vistas of naturo— 
which road for us the story of tho deep 
past, or search out tho lawa of our physi- 
cal or montal organization—what is their 
practical importance as compared with the 
scionco which deals with the conditions 
that alone mako the cultivation of tho | 
othora possible? Compare on this ground 
of practical utility the science of political 
economy with all othors, and its proemit- 
ence almost auggests the reply of tho 
Grook: ‘*No I cannot play tho tiddle; but I 
can tell you how to make of a little village |

The Murray Canal, 


Another fact which shows the necessity 
for the outting of a canal through the 
narrow isthmus which separates 
oneof the beat harbors of refuge on Lake 
Ontario from the perfectly sheltered waters 
of the Bay of Quinto, is afforded in the 
wrecking of the schooner David Andrews, 
with a cargo of grain destined for Toronto. 

This event took place during a heavy gale 
on Sunday morning the 11th inst., and the 
result is the loss of a vessel valued at $4,000 
and cargo worth about $7,500, or a total 
‘loss of $11,500 That no loss of life is to be 
Sdded to the loss of property, is entirely 
owing to the efficient exertions of the Os- 
wego life-saving crew, who appear to have 
discharged their duty ably and well.

_ had the Murray Canal been built, is quite 
clear. In such case the schooner, which 
_ was bound from Belleville to Toronto with 
10,500 bushels of rye, would, instead of 
having to go eastward and coast around the 
whole of the peninsula of Prince Edward— 
the most dangerous coast on the whole lake 
during south or south-west winds—have 
proceeded to the head of the Bay end 
through the canal, thus not only shortening 
her journey by 150 miles, but escaping the 
very dangers which proved her destruction. 
Thence she would have been enabled to 
proceed on her way to Toronto, as winds 
were westerly and north-westerly, and in 
all probability the vessel would have been 
enabled to complete her-trip without de- 
tention. Or, if she had been forced to run, 
she would certainly have made either Oo- 
bonrg or Weller’s Bay, or eyen failing that, 
_ Oswego, to the windward of which she 
would have been a long distance, could 
without doubt have been reached in safety. 
But the probabilities are very strong that 
» the schooner would have got to Toronto, 
as it must be remembered that she was de- 
tained at South Bay Point from Thursday 
_ morning until Saturday morning. These 
are facts which the civic deputation who 
sre to interview the Government on the 
subject will do well to press strongly upon 
~ them. : 

Then the schooners Florence, with ice 
for St. Catharines; the Forest Queen, with 
hop poles for Charlotte and ice for St, 
Catharines ; and tho Mary Foster 
with ice and hop poles for Charlotte, 
would have reached their  deatina- 
tion long ago, but have been detain- 
ed for a week or more at South Bay Point 
by contrary winds, thus entailing great 
delay and expense. 

And such beyond doubt is the case with 
many other craft, which would have taken 
the inside passage aud gono westward had 
the small but very impoftant link in the 
navigation of Lake Ontario known as the 
Marray Canal been supplied. Without it, 
the trade of the country suffers to a very 
considerable oxtent, and disasters 
are incurred which otherwise would not 
have happened. The cost, which is esti- 
mated at about $500,000, is but a bagatelle 
when compsred to the advantages which 

~ the canal would confer on the trade of the 
country, as well by facilitating the passage 
of vessels westward as by opening up the 
trade of the whole Bay region in the export 
of iron ore, and of grain hence to Toronto 
and other western ports, which would 
grow to large proportions under the fos- 
toring influence of the National Policy, as 
rye grown in this region isto avery con- 
siderable extent taking the placeof grain 
grown in the United States for distilling 
Purposes. 

We therefore hope that the deputation 
will receive assurances of a satisfactory 
nature from the Government in relation to 
this most important matter.

| Sir Richard Cartwright asked the follow- 
ing questions :—1st, whether it is tho 
intention of the Government to levy a 
differential duty on teas imported from the 
place of growth when ordered under letters 
of credit, part by overland, part by Suez 
canal, and the balance, with dust of the 
whole, via United States by sailing vessels 
round the Uape of Good Hope ; 2nd, in 
the case of teas bought at the same time, 


‘and imported by two or three routes as 


above, and their arriving at different dates, 
will the Government consider such division 
as breaking bulk; 3rd, will the whole 
purchase be held by the Customs until 
completed by the arrival of the dust ; 4th, 
in the event of part of the said teas being 
Unsalable in Oanada, will importers be 

llowed to dispose of such teas at New 

ork without prejudice to rates of duty 
levied on the balance 7 


Mr. Bowell replied—Ist, it is not the 
intention of the Government to levy any 
auch duty. The guestion of route is not 
considered other than thatthe teag shall 
be a direct importation from the countries 
of growth. 2nd, the Government does not 
recognise an importation of teas as direct 
when bulk has been broken in a foreign 
tea to Canada from tho place of growth, 
the Government does not insist upon the 
whole consignment being brought to Canada 
in one vessel, or by any particular route, 
bub—the Customs does require that all the 
teas, or dust referred to in the original in- 
voice, be entered forduty, If part of such 
consignments only had arrived, the balance 
might be entered to arrive, or the tea which 
had arrived” might remain on suffcrance in 
warehouse until the whole consigument 


shall haye been received. $Srd. Tho third 


question is covered by the anawer to the 
second question. 4th. After teas, whether 
of a direct or indirect importation into 
Canada, have had the duties required by 
law paid thereon, the owner thereof is at 
liberty to dispose of the same in whatever 
market he pleases, without interference on 
the part of the Government. Tho teas 
may, howeyer, be entered for warehouse, 
and afterwards entered ex-warehouse for 
duty or export at the option of the owner. 


Mr. Coursol moved for correspondence 
in relation to the appointment of a succes- 
sor to the late Mr. Bryson, valuator of 
hardware at the port of Montreal Ho 
stated that he had recommended the ap- 
pointment of the Deputy of Mr. Bryson to 
the vacant office, but two days ofterwards 
he was surprised to find that the Deputy 
had been set aside, and another gentleman 
appointed, 

Mr. Bowell said it had been his desire to 
promote officials to fill vacancies. There 
had not been a yacancy in the Customs of 
Montreal during his occupancy of the office

as chief appraiser. Mr. Bryson applied for 
superannuation, and when he did #0 he 
(Mr. Bowell) asked that officer whether 
this assistant was qualified for the position 
of chief appraiser. Mr. Bryson said bis 
agsiatant was not qualified for such a posi- 
tion, and the Collector of Customs,who was 
present, called attention to the fact that a 
year before there had been applications to 
the Department to appoint another assist- 
ant better qualified than Mr, Fautoaux. 

Mr. Coursol hoped Mr. Fanteavx did 
not lose the position because he was a 
French Oanadian. Mr, Fauteaux was ro- 
commended by the whole trade of Mont- 
real as competent, and he had told Mr.

Success with Small Fruits. 


(The Hawkeye.) 

Formerly the blackberry was regarded 
as merely « bramble in this country. It is 
still generally so regarded. When aman 
gets to thinking it is not a bramble, all he 
had to do is to go waltz around in a heal- 
thy patch, with nothing on him but a cot- 
ton shirt and a pair of tow trousers, and 
he will come out restored to the faith of 
his fathers. Tho greatest enewy the black- 
berry has, isthe boys. Five boys trom 
town, can eatmore green blackberries in a 
day, than would ripen in a week. For 
many years the great desideratum has been 
& hardy berry that could resist the prema- 
ture onslaught of boys from town. Itis a 
great desideratum sul The Schneider, a 
Variety that was invented by an Iowa hor- 
ticulturist, is the nearest approach to it. lt 
is bred from a perfectly gresfi_persimmon, 
pagated with a hybrid of woriwood bush 
and wild crab apple. Itis not a perfect 
defence, but tere are very few boys who 
care to eat more than a quart oi them. 
Nobody elso, however,cau yo past the field 
where the Schneider is growing, without 
being attacked with Asiatic cholera, and 
this tends to weaken tho partial success 
this hardy berry has reccived. Then there 
is a bug—I do not know the name of it— 
that crawls over the berries now and then. 
When you eat a berry that has been glori- 
fied by a visit from this bug, you lie down 
in the briurs and pray heaven to take you 
home in just about three seconds, And if 
you live, you can wake up in the night, 
along in the middle of next winter, and 
shudder as you taste the old taste of that 
berry. 

When your blackberries grow too thickly, 
you will want to thinthemout. To this 
end you must kill some of them. This can 
be done by digging a well where the plant 
stands ; then turn tho farm over, upside 
down and let it dry out thoronghly for a 
couple of years, then turn it over, upside 
down, and start a brickyard on the back of 
it. This will kill cffsome of the plants. 
There may be some shorter and cheaper 
method of killing blackberry vines than 
this, but T never heard ofit, and it isn't 
likely that there is any. 

If you want to devote about forty acrse 
of ground to tho cultivation of blackberries, 
plant about three healthy vines in some 
corner of the field, about the middle of 
April. ‘hen about the first of May, the 
man who owns the farm on the other side 
of the road will bring a civil action against 
you, and try to collect damages, for des- 
truction of his two fields of wheat by a raid 
of blackberry vives. 

It is not known justat what sonson of 
the yeur blackberries ripen. The black- 
berry has never been known to ripen. If 
the hucksters and boys should die in June, 
it is probable that the berrivs would ripen 
somo time in July or Angust. But thoy 
havo never had achance to s0e what they 
could do at ripening. ; 

The blackberry ia so named, because it 
is bluo, in order to distinguish it from the 
blueberry, which is black.

Hope, on the line of the Victoria Railway. 
It is proposed to run the line northward 
by the Hastings Road toa point whore it 
joins with the Monck Road in the Town- 
ship of Dungannon, thence westward to 
the Snowdon mining district. If sufficient 
encouragement is given by the public and 
municipalities along the line, it is his in- 
tention to have it operated for the benefit 
of the public as well. In that case, offices 
will be opened at El Dorado, Bannockburn, 
Millbridge, Thanet, L’Amable,Bancroft,on 
the Hastings Road and at Cheddar, Pine 
Lake and Devil’s Oreek on the Monck 
Road. A survey of the route has already 
been made, and considerable] interest is 
being manifested not only by business men 
along the route, to whom such a line would 
be a vast benefit, but by several munici- 
palities through which the line would pass, 
and offers have been made to furnish poles 
and afford other assistance towards its con- 
struction. It isnot Mr. Posey’s intention 
to make a bueiness speculation of this 
enterprise, but principally forhis own con- 
venience, and should the aid afforded 

by the public be such as to warrant the 
line being built,such charges would only be 
made for the use of the wire as would help 
pay the bare cost of operatingit. To the 
lumbermen of the north country and the 
basiness men ail along the Hastings Road, 
such a line would bea great boon, and we 
are not surprised to hear that material aid 
is being offered by the public and munici- 
palities towards its construction. Tho pro- 
jection of the enterpriso is highly credit- 
able to Mr. Pusey, and considering the 
great advantage it would be to the people 
of North Hastings, wé have no doubt they 
will come forward and aid in its develop- 
ment. Should the negotations be success- 
fully concluded, work would be commenc- 
ed forthwith, and from the business push 
and energy which characterize all Mr. 

Pusey’s enterprises, we havo no doubt a

Part 
of-it would, of course, go in expenses of 
government and protection for,the 500,000 
people contributing the whole, but it is 
easy to see that the Dominion has nothing 
10 lose by carrying the Pacific Hailway to 
the Rocky Mountains at an early date.” 
Not only this, but the pushing on of the 
tine around Lake Superior s0 soon as the 
road is completed to the Rocky Mountains, 
i# urged by the same journal, in order to 
complete the shortest all-rail route to the 
seaboard, and the prophecy is made that it 
will pay from the beginning.

Its closing counsel 
is worthy of attention;—‘‘Economy is de- 
sirable; it would be folly to finish the whole 
Pacitic road off-hand. The cost of running 
it throngh a wilderness would bo very 
great, but at most it will only increase tho 
interest on the publicdebt by four mil- 
lions a yoar, and he is a rash man who will 
aay that before the lino is completed the 
Troasury of Canada will not got twice that 
sum from the increaso of population, due 
tothe influx of people who will not settle 
in the Dominion unless the road is built 
Before many years the capital borrowed 
for its construction will have been , return- 
ed to the Treasury by tho sale of wild 
Jands. The Government should push the 
road steadily forward, but not at a, speed 
which will Iay new burdens upon the 
people.” .} 

So far tho opponents of the Pacilic 
Railway do not show up well. Mr. Blake 
was obliged, in his speech on the subject, 
in order to prescrve a seeming consistency, 
to confess that he had entered the Macken- 
zie Government on conditions as to the 
rolations of the Government with British 
Columbia. This shows that he remained 

fn office in a way not ao strictly honorable 
as his admirers could wish, as Lord Duf- 
ferin declared that if any of his Ministers 
had made an effort to break faith with Lord 
Carnaryon, the resignation of that 
Minister would be at once demanded 
by him. This may be considered quito 
proper, even praiseworthy conduct as 
viewed through ‘‘Liberal” spectacles, but 
those who have the old-fashioned regard for 
propriety wiil scarcely view such duplicity 
in so favorable a light. 

Mr. Mackenzie also placed himself in a 
yery unfortunate dilemma by stating that, 
although he advocated for tenders for the 
Yale-Kamloops section in August, 1878, he 
never intended to build that line at all. 
The worth of this denial was demonstrated 
by Sir Charles Tupper, who showed that 
Mr. Mackenzie had expended $32,400 for 
the carriage from Victoria to Yale of the 
steel rails for this section of railway which 
he had, he now says, no intention of con- 
structing, and besides, he never when in 
office even hinted that he did not intend 
to build the whole railway. Party spleen 
has landed the ex-Premier iu a position 

from which he will find it vory difficult to 
extricate himself, 

It is probable that the debate will con- 
tinue fora week or more, but it seems 
certain that it will result in making more 
clear than eyen now that the Government 
are pursuing an apparently enterprising 
yet really prudent course—a course which 
will result in the rapid peopling of the vast 
and highly fertile plains of the great north- 
west, the settlement of British Columbia 
and the consolidation of the Dominion by 
the consummation of the union which, in 
the case of the Pacific Province, will be 
more nominal than real until the iron band 
of the railway connects her with her sistey 
Proyinces.

Hay vs. W ALLBRIDGE,—Bill to set aside, a 
tax deed, on ground of uncertainty of descrip- 
tion, 

49 acres of lot No, 10, in 6th Con. of Ma- 
doc, was sold for taxes by the late Treasurer, 
Mr, McAnnany, to Hon.. Lewis Wallbridge 
in 1867, The Jand was described as commen- 
cing at the rear of the half lot. And the con- 
tention in the suit was to which was tho 'rear of 
tho half lot. The statute makes the conces™ 
sion in Madoc double pointed, so that the lot 
would be the centre of the concession, and 
this was the contention of the defendant, The 
plaintifi’s contention was that it was the in- 
tention of the Treasurer to sell and he did 
sell the land upon the belief that the front of. 
the lot bounded by the concession on the 
east was the rearand that the purchaser so 
bought. 

Tho learned Judge held that by the descrip. 
tion in the deed under the Statute, a starting 
point was the centre of the concession, and not 
on the concession line, and that it could make 
no difference what the intention of the Lreas- 
uror was in selling.

Evidence at the Inquest 
(By Our Special Reporter.) 
Wooter, 21st April, 1880. 

Since the celebrated Castleton abortion 
case,no event has transpired in this county 
(Northumborland), which has caused atioh 
a fooling of horror to run through the 
minds of ita residents as the tragedy which 
was onacted on Saturday night, the 10th 
inst. A brief telegraphic report of tho 
occurrence has already been produced in 
these columns, but as the details were of a 
meagre and limited character it might not 
be uninteresting to the genoral reader to 
give an additional summary of the caso, 
which is herewith appended. 

William Haskins, 78 years of age, came 
to this locality from Cornwall, England, 
about 27 years ago, accompanied by his 
wife. They settled on one of the hills about 
a mile and a half south-weat of the village 
and lived in a log shanty on their property, 
which consisted of about 30 acres, LEight- 
een years subsequent Haskins became a 
widower, but a few yoars after ho reentered 
the married state, and owing to differences 


betweon himself and his second wife, the 
union was dissolved, and in consideration 


of Mrs, Haskins (who still resides in the 
neighborhood of the village) barring her 
dower, the sum of $50 was awarded her. 
Since that time the old man’ liyed and 
worked alone, except during harvest, when 
he would employ men to assist him in gar- 
nering his crops. He did his own wasiinz, 
cooking and all the duties devolving upon 
the manager of sach a household, as well 
as taking care of a yoke of cattle and the’ 
general work onthe farm, Already this 
season the old man had begun his agricul- 
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commission of the aupposed crima, Whother 


whother his domiso was tho result of some 
unforesoon causo, cannot yot be determin- 
ed. A reward of $200 was at first propos 
ed by the Township Uouncil, but sub- 
soquontly it was decided

Dwellling in a secluded locality, it is 
hardly to be wondered at, that he was 
in dread of being murdered, as he had 
frequently given expression to such a re- 
mark. It wasgenerally rumored in his 
neighborhood that he had some means, and 
some aver that they had seen him with a 
quantity of silyer and paper money. He 
also had a gun, which he kept over his bed 
ready for emergency, but. neither it nor 
any remnant of it can now be discovered. 


About 9:15 on the night of the 10th inst. 
those living in the locality Were surprised 
to tind that Haskins’ house was in flames. 
A number of persons proceeded to the scene 
of the fire, but too late to be of any service. 
(Prior to this, howeyer screams were heard 
which, strange to narrate, were attributed 
to the cries of children and were unheeded. ) 
The fire ran rapidly over the house, 
andaided by the influence of a north, 
east wind which prevailed at the time 
hastened the destruction of the building. 
The body of the aged occupant was 
seen lying on the floor during

Several 
witnesses were examined and the investiga- 
tion was adjourned until to-day. On 
Wednesday the remains were placed in a 
rough box ard taken to Trenton, where 
they were interred in St. George's church 
burial ground, beside the body of his 
deceased first wife. On Tuesday Mrs, 
Haskins, the second wife claimed the loose 
property on the farm, alleging that when 
she barred her dower, she did not bar her 
claims to theloose property on the farm, 
and on Thursday last the goods claimed by 
her were taken away by her friends.

Tho winter season is now so far gone as 
to leave only four to six weeks of feeding 
before the milking season will commence 
Sccording to the various times of calying p 
and the dairymen who has not {ed his cows 
48 well as hia intereat required during the 
early part of the winter, should do what he 
can to recover his lost ground, by feeding 

udiciously during the few weeks left. It 

eing 60 near calving time, he should be 
cantious about giving food of too heating a 
ature. Pea, or cornmeal alone should be 
given,if that can be avoided; and, if nothing 
else is at hand, it should be fea on cut hay 
80 a8 to have it thoroughly inixed with fib- 
rous food before entering the stotnach. 
Peas and oats, ground together—one bushel 
of peas to two of oats—makes one of the 
best foods for dairy cows. The food most 
needed by the'cow at this season is such as 
will build up her muscular system, and re- 
invigorate her vitality. ‘£hé food shouid be 
rich in phosphate of lime ; for she is often 
depleted of this during the milking period, 
80 as to render her bones spongy ; and the 
diseases that afflict cows in spring are usi- 
ally occasioned by the poverty of the food 
given through the winter. Cows that are 
fed upon good clover hay during the winter 
usually recover their vigor, because clover 
is rich in muscle forming matter and phos- 
phate of lime. Oats, peas, wheat bran and 
oatmeal are all rich in phosphate of lime, 
rand are excellent to give the cow renewed 
vitality during her non-lacteal period, 
Care must be taken to give oil-meal in very 
small quantity at this period, as the time 
of calving approaches; and especially if it

‘Limpurger Cheese. 
Among those foreign cheeses which also 
begin to play a prominent part in this 
country is thee Limburger cheese. 
manufacture being very simple. and its 
peculiar taste being fancied by a great 
many people,it is extensively made abroad. 
According to Zedler, Limburger cheese 
was famous as early as the beginning of 
18:h century. Weckherlin describes the 
process of manufacture as practiced at 
Herve, in the province of Luttich, as fol- 
lows ; later the sama process was also 
adopted at the experimental station in 
Hohenheim, Germany ; 








Either exclusively new milk or one-half | Quebec were promised before entering 
of new milk and one-half of partly skimmed | Confederation that the work of enlarging 


milk is used ; in the latter case the even- 
ing’s milk is skimmed after 12 hours and 
used with the morning’s milk for cheese. 
The milk is heated to 86 deg. F., when suf: 
hoient rennet is added to make the curd 
rather stiff in 1 to J} hours. The curd is 
then put into square wooden molds, open 
at the top, and about one foot high, bot- 
tom 6 or 7 inches square. The sides and 
bottom are perforated, so as to allow the 
whey to escape. Tho molds are placed on 
a table forthe whey to drain off, and there 
they remain for 24 hours, when, without 
being subjected to any pressure whatever, 
the curd will shrink to 22-3 inches thick 
layer. . These soft cheeses are thon ro-

salt is entirely sucked up. 
again placed on tho shelves to dry, be- 
ing turned at short intervals. If after two 
or three weeks the cheeses are too dry, 
they are washed with brine a couple of 
times, They arethen put into cases or 
baskets, one above the other, and once in 
a while they aro taken out to be moiatened 
with brine. After afew months, if not 
perfectly ripe, they aro at least ready for 
salo. Tho volor, originally quite white,is, 
whon tho cheese is ripo, yollow all through, 
and outside brownish yellow. 

In Hohenheim, instead of a number of 
small molds, ono large box is used, and the 
twenty four-hours:old curd is then cut into 
slicea of tho desired shape, 

As to tho yield,in Hohenheim 21 pounds 
of cheeso were mado from 61 quarts of 
new morning's milk and 39 quarts of even- 
ing’a milk from which 5} quarts of cream 
had been taken. 

Prof, Gildemoister, of the Agrio college 
in Eldena, Germony, atatos tho followin, 
results;—100 quarts of new milk yielde 
28 lbs of ripe cheese. Removing the 
greator portion of the buttor ho "got 6 
pounds of butter and 19.6 pounds of greon- 
choeso (24 hours old) from 100 quarte of 
milk,—American Dairyman.

Dominion Parliament, 
FOURTH PARLAMENT—SECOND SESSION 


\ Tuespay, April 20, 

Vhon tho debate closed last night, - 
Whito, of Oardwull, had the sey ote 
afternoon ho resymed and proceeds with 
tho discussion. His idew that the discussion 
of the history of the question was not what 
Mr. Blake sneoringly called the diactission 
of antiquities, but: the! disoussion of. the 
foundation of the present national obliga- 
tioné and the present-national interests 
was one which at once, took the ear of the 
Hous. That Mr. Mackenzie, in 1874, 
could reasonubly have refused to go on with 
tho alleged ‘mad: bargain” with British * 
Columbia, but did not-do so, was also 
pressed home onthe notice ot Mr. Mac. 
kenzie, When Mr. Mackenzie was entering 
into the Carnarvon terms, he had already 
added three millions to the taxation. Mr, 
White laid great but not unnatural stress 
upon the language of Lord Carnarvon in 
recommending to Mr, Mackenzie's Gov- 
bee pa fulfilment cf the terms which 

r, Mackenzie himself had suggested 
and which Mr. Mackenzie had Mawied in 
his minute of Council as his own _ policy, 
Lord Oarnarvon’s conyiction that these 
terms would be loyally carried out was fal- 
sified ina melancholy way, As Mr. White 
said, when Lord Carnarvon reads the de- 
bates for the past week, if he does ao at all, 
he will be rather surprised at the perfidy 
of men'whom he was dépending on to car- 
ry out loyally the terms they had agreed 
upon, 

Mr. White made exceedingly strong 
points by reading orders-in-Oouncil one 
after another, each admitting that the 
taxation actually had been raised by three 
millions by the Reform Government, which 
year ofter year has bee pretending to 
stick by the promise of the statute, that 
the taxation should not be increased. “He 
pressed home also the fact that at the very 
time wheu Mr. Mackenzie was making his 
most confident declaration of his progressive 
policy in the matter of the Pacific railway, 
Sir Richard Cartwright was confessing a 
deficit of $1,901,000. With _ perfectly 
stunning effect, however, he read from Mr. 
Mackenzie's speech of 1877,’ which was 
delivered in the presence of Mr. Blake, to 
show that Mr, Mackenzie had then declared 
that the sending of the rails to Yale was in 
order that the people of British Columbia 
might not think their speeches were mere 
empty promises, and that construction 
would be begun in British Columbia early 
in the year, Thia part of Mr. White's 
speech was received with great applause 
by the House, ‘So also was the, reference 
to Lord Dufferin’s Victoria speech, and the 
denunciation he had made of any man who 
would attempt ““‘basely’’ to deceive hims 
or Lord Carnaryon, and the inferen

Oarnaryon in order to secure Mr, Blake...

But all 
that had goue before. was nothing to the 
force with which Mr. White quoted Mr. 
Mackenzie's speech of last ‘session, in 
whioh Mr. Mackenzié actually promised 
to support the Government in their rallway 

olicy, if they would only state the special 
ine in British Columbia which they intend- 
ed tc build, and which he indicated as the 
Yale-Kamloops line. This was delivered 
with irresistible effect, The way in which 
the reason for Mr. Mackenzie's change of 
opinion had been brought about by the 
presence of Mr, Blake in the House, and 
the effect of Mr. Mackenzie's conversion 
as shown in his sudden discovery in the 
blue books of a great number of ill reports 
concerning our North-Western lands, these 
points were driven home with immense 
force. . 

Mr, White referred to Mr. Blake's sin- 
gular statement about the unlikelihood of 
Trish emigration, and, with amusing apt- 
ness, said that perhaps it was intended to 
signalize Irish succession and the downfall 
of Scotch ascendancy in regard to the Op- 
position leadership. Mr. Blake’s mistakes 
or misstatements, as to the relative sales 
of lands in the United States and Canada, 
his mistakes or misstatements as to tho 
public indebtedness, his calculation of the 
national progress in indefinite dollars and 
cents, these things were all dealt with at 
some length by Mr. White. Mr. White 
made astrong defence of tho claims of 
British Columbia from eyery point of view 
andconcluded by a fine peroration, in 
which he condemned theipolicy of the Op- 
position, who would build up a_ political 
success on national repudiation and dis- 
honor. The applause which followed was 
certainly due to a very able, complete and 
effective speech, worthy of the subject,and 
worthy of the House. 

Mr, Anglin contended at length that the 
late Government had manifested remark- 


work of conatructionon the Pacific Railroad, 
They endeavored to carry out all the obli- 
gations entered into by the Macdonald- 
Cartior Administration with the British 
Columbians, but the latter appeared do- 
termined to exact tho litoral fulfilment of 
tho terms rathor than tho spirit, Contin:

without forcing the whole of the Provinces 
into irrotriovable ruin. In concluding ho 
denounced tho oxisting Customs tariff as 
being in its effect upon tho shipping in- 
torosts only rivallod by tho record of do- 
struction by fire and pillage by the Barbary 
and Algerian corsairs, i

On Lot 8, in the 7th concession, about 
two miles from the line of Railway, is what 
is known as the “Sexsmith mine.” The 
work of opening this mine was commenced 


of great width, with regularly defined foot 
and hanging walls, and the indications so 
far as developed, give promise of a most ex- 
tensive deposit of remarkably pure ore. 
Active operations were resumed at this 
mine about a month ago by Capt. Mitchell, 
and at present some twenty-five men are 
employed. The mine is distant about four 
miles from the railway track. 

Other mines have been opened north of 
the terminus of the Railway, but until this 
road shall haye been oxtended, vigorous 
operations can hardly be expected. A 
good deal of ‘‘prospecting” is going on, and 
it may be possible that before long other 
valuable iron properties wil] be discoyered 
and opened. But in consequence of the 
recent heavy fall in pig iron, operations will 
in all probability be conducted on a more 
moderate and less speculative basis. 

Having pretty much covered the iron 
operations now being carried on in tho 
Township of Madoc, while at Malone, a 
visit was made to the gold mills in that 
village. It was here the famous Dale and

prosecuted under the management of Mr. 
S. Munson, who represents the firm of 
Cleveland, Brown & Oo., and other exten- 
sive iron firms in Cleveland, Youngstown 
and Ohicago. Work was begun by a cut- 
ting of about 15 feet wide made into the 
hil, and then throngh the intervening rock 
into the vein, which a needle attraction 
shows a width of 75 fect anda length of 
150 feet, A shaft is now being sunk 76 ft. 
pit, which is now 25 feet 
deep, and here very good ore has been 
struck. After going down about 40 feet 





_ deeper, it is the intention to leave this as 


an air chamber, and drift into the hill. The 
Principal work thus far has been done at 
tho first cutting, where a pit has been 
opened 35x75 feet wide, and they are now 
working on a face of 35 feet, the floor of 
35 feet width showing good ore. Several 
pits have been opened on the property, all 
showing ore, and apparently three distinct 
classes, one of which appears to be entirely 
free from sulphur and titaniom, and one 
in which a considerable trace of sulphurets 
Appear. Repeated tests at the furnaces, 
however, show that the sulphur works very 
free, giving little trouble. The firm have 
been running these ores in the furnaces at 
Youngstown, and the reports show that a 
fine class ofiron in being made. Since 
operations were commenced, Mr. Mouson 
has shipped about 900 tons direct to the 
Youngstown furnaces. The ore is of a 
high grado, showing from 60 to 65 por cont. 
of metalliciron, At present some 30 to 35 
men are employed at this mine. Itis the 
{ntention to construct a tramway from the 
mine to the railway track, and as there is 
an casy grade the cost will be comparatively 
trifling.

A short time since, operations were 
suspended atthe Feigel Mill and mine, 
Mr. Stewart’s lease having expired, and 
that gentleman having leasedand purchased 
other valuable property in connection with 
some New York parties, took hold of what 
was known asthe Severn Mill. This was 
remoddled, considerably enlarged and put 
in first-class order. Mr. Stowart’s large 
experience, assisted by well known mining 
experts in introducing new features in the 
mill and machinery, have made it one of 
the best mills in the country.

chambers about 10ft. square. The machinery 
is 0 arranged that the furnace will revolve 
once in four minutes. At the upper end 
of the furnace and covering tho firat two 
arsonic chambers, is a drying floor of three- 
eighths boilor plate 9410 ft. On thia the 
ore is placed, and when dry is fed into the 
furnace by means of a pipe and screw. it 
is claimed that this furnace will thoroughly 
roast and oxydize 12 tons of oro por day,

Sympathy, Human and Divine, 











What would this world bo without sym- 
pathy, human and diyine? This is the one 
redeeming element init, Government withe 
out sympathy, philosophy without sympathy, 
acience without sympathy, art without sym- 
pathy, relivion without sympathy, can do 
nothing either to elevate human character or 
ameliorate human wretchedness. Govern- 
ments may enact laws and enforce them ; 
philosophy may expound the nature of things 
and discover’ and make manifest to thonght- 
ful reason their underlying rationale ; science 
may investigate and accumlate facts in every 
department of knowledge ; arts may multiply 
human forces and endow mon with little 
short of omnipotence ; and religion may rear 
its countless sanctuaries, and establish the 
most imposing ceremonies cf worship, and 
isue volumes of dogmas as articles of belief 
—but without theelements of sympathy, they 
aro not eyen reformatory, much less redeem- 
ing, in their beneficial results as affecting the 
highest wel-being of our race. Svltishness is 
supreme where sympathy 1s utterly wanting, 
and selfishness can put forth no helping hand 
to distroes, van mitigate no euffering, knows 
no compassion. Sympathy, on the contrary, 
is that which feels for, and participates in, 
the sufferings of others, and devises and 
executes, as faras possible, ways and means 
for their relief. Sympathy is love, benevolence 
benoticence. 

But mere human sympathy cannot suflice 
withcut the co-operation of the divine, Hu- 
man sympathy alone is weak and powerless 
to the great ond fer which this noble pringi- 

le has been ordained, without the partner- 
ship of the sympathy of Him who made man, 
and who is the source of all real efficiency for 
good in man and for man. But human sym- 
pathy oxisting, isan evidence of divine sym- 
pathy also existing, for human sympathy is a 
diyine in«piration in man.

‘Sowing Grass Seed. 


} 

The production of domestic animals and 
manures depend so largely upon our 
grasses that the necessity~of their culti- 
vation is universally recognized. 


In England over thirty distinct species 
are employed for different soils and pur- 
poses, In this country the number sown 
scarcely exceeds half a dozen. The ad- 
vantages of the larger number are, that 
mixed grasses are found to feed animals 
more profitably than one kind, and that a 
greater weight can be produced per acre. 
Some kinds are of temporary duration, 
while others are permanent; the period of 
maturity differs, so that when mixed, some 
are always in the best condition for pas- 
ture, and some for meadow, and some 
prosper best in one kind of soil and some 
in another. ‘hese, and other consider- 
ations which might be mentioned, show 
the advantage of cultivating a greater 
variety than is usually found in the pas- 
tvres and meadows of the United States. 

‘Ihe time for sowing seed is here, Al- 
though very much has been suid by the ad- 
vocates of fall seeding to prove that that 
period possesses advantages over any other, 
the fact remains that spring seeding is pres 
ferred and practiced by far the greatest 
number of farmers throughout the country, 
and, as we believe, with them rests the 
weight of the argument. A wide difference 
of opinion also exists in regard to the quan- 
tity of seed per. acre. Extreme opinions 
obtain on either hand; but the proper 
quantity to sow is governed largely by 
circumstances, Thin seeding, when the 
seed 1s fresh, may succeed well on rich and 
deeply pulverized soil, while with poor 


seed on light, thin land, failure 
and disappointment would be the 
result, Safety in any case lies in a sufii- 


cient quantity of seed to ensure a catch,else 
weeds will be likely to unsurp vacant places 
and injure tho grass. Early seeding is im- 
portant inobtaining a good catch. Fall 
preparation of the land enables the farmer 
to sow early and obtain a good crop of hay. 
None but fresh, bright seod shouli be sown, 
whatever may be the kind or mixture. Much 
of the failure that attends this branch of 
farming ie tho result of using immature,foul 
and comparatively worthless seed, a large 
portion of which fails to germinate while 
tho land is overrun with noxions growths, 
Olean culture isa pre-requisite of good 
farming,and the use of foul seed generally 
results in requiring,at tho farmers’ hand, a 
vast amount of additional labor year after 
year in efforts to exterminate the posts thus 
introduced. However good the appearance 
of seed may be, it may be expected that all 
of it will not gorminate because of a lack of 
vitality, and besides this some that is good 
will not come, on iccount of being covered 
too deeply, hence the utility of sowing u 
sufliciont quantity to insure a catch: Asa 
rule, the depth at which the most seods of 
difforont grasses germinate is half an inch. 
Ciroumstances, however, of soason and soil 
exort moro or less influence in this matter.

Buttermilk in Skim Cheese—Lhe 
Danish Method of Using It. 


Considerable attention has of late been 
called to the dairy manufacturers of Sweden 
and Denmark. The fact that Swedish and 
Danish butters seJl in London at a very 
high—usually above that from other 
countries—and the fact that Danish butter 
is sent largely to tho tropics, outselling 
any other brand, have caused a good deal 
of inquiry concerning the dairy methods 
that have brought about these resulta. 


These important improvements in dairy 
manipulation date from the discovery of 
Swartz that milk set in ice water and re- 
duced speedily to a temperature of 40° to 
44° will throw up its cream in afew hours, 
and hence, all other things being equal, 4 
more uniformly good product results than 
from old methods, unless the greatest care 
and skill are exercised. In other words, 
the ice method acts in a uniform manner, 

roducing the cream in about twelyejhours 
rom the time of drawing from the cow,and 
requiring no practical skill or watching. 


When cream is taken from milk in twelyo 
hours after setting in an ice-hath, it must be 
eviagnt the skimmed milk will be very fresh 
and of good flavor, since the low degree of 
temperature has kept it from. entering upoe 
decomposition. This milk is utilized for 
manufacture into skimmed cheese, which, 
itis claimed, is improved in texture and 
richness by the use of buttermilk coming 
from the churning of syeet cream, And as 
largo quantities of butter made from sweet 
iaencdin Denmark are employed for king 
in tins to suppiy Brazil, India, and other 
tropical countries, the sweet buttermilk can 
bo had for the purpose above indicated. Mr. 
Buseck, the managérof the Danish Preserved 
Butter Oo'y of Copenhagen, has described 
the process of making skimmed cheese, as 
inaugurated at that establishment, and the 
mothod may afford some suggeationa to Am- 
rican skim cheese manufacturers, Mr, 
Busck gaya, in ardor to obtain the best ro- 
ault, ib is nocossary that the sweet butter 
milk should be mixed with tho twelve 
hours old skimmed milk, and a suitable 
proportion would be one hundred pounds 
of buttermilk and 400 to 600 pounds of 
skim milk. Tho buttormilk must always 
bo takon immediately after the stopping of 
the churn, and will then give a goo rosult 
both as to quantity and quality. The skim 
milk in tho oheose vat must always bo 
heatod and ready to recdive the buttermilk 
an soon asthe butter is taken from the 
churn, The quantity of rennet to be em- 
ployed depends upon the freshness of tho 
milk—the richer the milk,tho more rennet. 
Of Hansen’‘s liquid ronnot extract, it takes 
two to three hundredths of a pound of

The deatruction of this, the moat elegant 
and commodious temple of the muses which 
Belleville has ever had, will be generally 
regretted by our citizens,the more especial- 
ly as the prospects of its being rebuilt are 
hot regarded as favorable. The effect of 
its erection has’ ‘been'to ‘induce the best 
class of travelling ‘companies to perform 
here, and generally to elevate the charac- 
ter of public amusements, It was opened 
to the public on the night of March 9th, 
1877, by the Barnabee concert company 
and the following sketch of the structure, 
which waa giveu in our columns on the day 
following, will be of.general interest now : 

The enterprise of Mr, Bull has given to tlie 
public what has long been required, namely 
a place of public entertainment situated” on 
the ground floor,with ample means of ingréss 
and of exit in case of tire or pavio, fitted up 
in a style equal to that, of netropolitan 
theatres, and with accessories and facilities 
sufficient to attract the very. best clasa of 
entertainments, During the past year the 
structure was orected after the plans of Mr, 
Jobn ©,'Winnberg, a. talented” architect, 
whose untimely death by accident in the 
building bas not Leen forgotton by our read- 
ers, The structure, which is of brick, two 
stories high (88 feet walle) and roofed with 
sheet iron, has, a frontage of 58 feet on 
Pinnacle Street and 120. feet on Campbeil 

Street, ho main entrance, which is wide 
and spacious, is situated on Pinnacle Street. 
It admits to a commodious vestibule, wherein 
are situated the ticket offices, Access to the 
pit, paraquette and orchestra chairs is through 
folding doors in the centre and on the sides, 
and the wide stairs which wind up to the gal- 
lery branch off to the right anit left. The 
gallery, which is of the usual horae-shoeshape, 


propriate namie. “The lower portion of the 
house, the floor of Which slopes at an 
angle similar to that of the gallery, is'divided 
into pit, parquette and orchestra chairs, The 
first named Civision occupies the whole of the 
space beneath the gallery, the ceiling of'which 
1s 11 feet above the floor, Next is the para- 
quette, the seats of which are neatly upholat. 
ered and fold up. A neat railing marks the 
separation from the orcheatra chairs, which 
extend to the front, the orchestra being railed 
off by @ railing which extends acroas the front 
of the house. There are eight proscenium 
boxes, namely four on each siae of the house— 
two on the stage and two on the gallery level 
in cach wing. "Seats are provided for 850 per- 
sons, but 1,000 could be amply accommodated, 

The ‘stageis commodious and is supplied 
with some ten sets of excellent scenery by 
Mr. Morris, of ‘Voronto, who | seems to have 
done his work well, All necessary accéssories 
are furnished,and dressing-rooma are located 
on éach side of the stage: ‘The ornamentation 
of the interior (the~dimensions” of which 
are 69 feet long by 54, feet wide) isin ex- 
cellent taste, The centre piece in the ceil- 
ing over the sunlight isa pretty and well- 
exevuted representations of Apollo in ‘his 
chariot, and two mythical tigures adorn the 
top and sides of the proscenium. ‘The boxes 
are cartained with scariet and white, the 
panelings above and beneath are light green, 

ordered with gold, relieved here and there 
with a touch of, scarlet, and several pretty 
landscapes adorn the vicinity of the lower 
boxes, The panelinga of tho gallery are also 
landscape views very beautilully executed, 
the whole being the work of ‘that clever 
artist Mr. Richardeor. 


Light is afforded by a large sunlight in the 
centre of the ceiling, whilst above the upper 
tiers of boxes depend peculiarly light and 
graceful looking chandeliers, and single globes 
Sre placed around the gallery, buta few feet 
apart, the whole affording a very brilliant 
light, and showing off the beautiful  decora- 
tions to perfection, This description, brief 
and imperfect though it may be, will suffice

Committee of the Whole upon the resolu- 
tion providing for the increase of the issue 
of Dominion notes from twelve to twenty 
millions of dollars, with a basis of fifteen 
per cent. in gold and’ ten per cent. in Do- 
minion securities. The Government had 
in their hands £500,000 sterling of the four 
per cents floated in 1878, which it was pro- 
posed to utilize as security. In proof that 
no danger need be anticipated because of 
the smallnoss of the gold basis, it was 
claimed that although the circulation was 
nearly thirteen millions of dollars last year, 
the Receiver General was only called upon 
to redeom in gold $1,500,000. It was pro- 
posed to only issue four millions of dollars 
this year, and a similar sum next year. To 
assirt in distributing this sum the Govern 
‘ment contemplated paying the Indians their 
annuities in Dominion bills, and to make 
all payments of less than $5 by banks pay- 
ublein Dominion bills, The cities of Char- 
lottetown, Winnipeg, and Victoria will be 
provided with branches of the Recwiver- 
General's office, 

Sir Richard Cartwright offered three ob- 
“jections to the Government’s scheme. It 
was a long step in the direction of the Goy- 
ernments assuming control of the currency, 
secondly,on account of the currency’s rapid 
return the Finance Minister, particularly 
in times of financial stringency, would 
experience great difficulty in keeping it 
out, and in his efforts to do so would pro- 
bably increase the stringency; and thirdly, 
it would reduce the already small amount 
of gold held in the country. While he 
jadmitted his belief that the Government 
ought to share somewhat in the benefits 
arising from the circulation, yet he feared 
that the present scheme would only result 
in extracting a large part of the country’s 
ecapital, the result of labor, from the active 
operation of trade. 


Mr. Wallace (Norfolk) accepted the re- 
solutions as a concession in the direction of 
adopting a National Currency, and he 
complimented the Goyernment upon the 
courage they had manifested in taking this 
‘step. He could not, however, endorse the 
proposal to renew the bank charters for ten 
years, because it would bind up public 
opinior for that time, and therefore at the 
proper tinie he would move an amendment 
to these resolutions,

This measure shonld undoubtedly be 
allowed to become law, and I am _ sorry 
the hon. member for Oentre Wellington 
could not get his amendment in in order 
that we should have the rate fixed.

Pear Blight. —A correspondent of an ex- 
change says‘ ‘that poar blight may be checked 
by digging down to the roots of tho trees and 
throwing in a quantity of acrap iron,” This 
would probably have the samo offect as the 
use Of iron filings, recoommended in our issue 
of Inst week. 

Coal Ashes for Fruit Trees. —Tho value of 
coal ashes for decayed and dying fruit trees, 
connot be over ebtimated particularly for plum 
and apple treos. An old apple whose decaying 
bark ond sickly folingo fore-told its speedy 
death, was completely renovated by ompty- 
ing coal ashea around its roote during two 
successive winters, and removing them with 
tho approach of warm weather, 

A plum tree which appoarod healthy and 
vigorous, blossomed finely and yot never bore 

orfect fruit, was treated with coal ashos in 
the following manner: In autumn tho grass 
waa out away for sovoral foot, and during tho 
following wintor th: oe or four inches of, coal 
ashes apread about it. Tho following Hae it 
blossomed abundantly and tho fruit did not 
fa}! off an usual, but become porfect in sixo.

Dominion Parliament, 
FOURTH PARLIAMINT- SECOND SESSION 





Orrawa, April 28. 

Tn the House of Commons Mr. 
Rufus Stephendon moved the adoption 
vf the Hansard Committee's report, ré- 
commending the appointment of » per- 
manent official reporting staff, and the 
publication of an official report daily, in 
newspaper form, A-debate, participated 
in by Messrs. Jones (Leeds), Vallee, Blake, 
Casey, White, (Cardwell), Plumb, and 
Ross (Middlesex), ensued, Each of these 
members appeared to be willing to try the 
new proposal as an experiment, as the 
existing arrangement was admitted on all 
sides to be unsatisfactory, Mr, Blake 
added that if the new scheme did not give 
better satisfaction than the present did he 
could not promise the House that he 
would support any further yotes on this 
account after next session. The report 
was adupted. 

On the motion to go into Committee of 
Supply, Sir Richard Oartwright rose to 
‘discharge his duty” towardathe Govern- 
ment by making speech and moving a 
resolution, He has no confidence in the 
Government, and of course the forty-eight 
other Opposition people faintly murmur 
their approval, particularly in the mat- 
ter of civil government, which inspires 
some wicked inember to suggest that at 
least we haye gota civil government for 
our money. Afteranot very long, not 
very acrimonious, and only slightly sar- 





eastic speech, Sir Richard moved a 
resolution ngainst the increase of 
$90,000. in the civil © government, 
It was an enormous effort. It reminded 


one of the family who, after a long dis- 
cussion on economy, in which the horses 
and carriages and dresa bills were dis- 
cussed, finally decided to begin’ being 
economical by cutting off the subscription 
to the Times. Sir Richard had swallowed 
the expenditure of millions on steel rails, 
Fort Francis locks, Section 15, and other 
extravagances, but he thinks that this 
Government should at least cut down the 
salaries of the Civil Service, 


Sir Leonard Tilley does not seem at all 
alarmed at Sir Richard’s resolution. He 
simply reads forthe instruction of that 
gentleman an extract from his budget 
speech of last year,in which the whole ques- 
tion of expenditure was dealt with, and 
declared that it was less than jn any year 
since 1873. Sir Richard gently murmured 
his dissent to this proposition. But Sir 
Teonard Tilley goes on to point out the 
obvious fact that the expenses of civil gov- 
ernment must inevitably increase some- 
what by the customary process of promo- 
tion, that several salaries hitherto charged 
against other services were now charyed to 
aivil covarnment. that the davelonmant of 
the North-West, and the conatruction of 


large public works demanded an increase 
in officials here and there. There was also 
the division of one departmentinto two. 
All these things had necessarily caused an 
imcrease of expenditure. It was rather 
remarkable, as the Finance Minister point- 
ed out, that Sir Richard Cartwright never 
attempted during the time when living 
was '* cheaper,” while salaries were the 
same, to reduce those salaries according to 
the theory broached to-day. To this pro 
position Sir Richard really had nothing to 
reply, not even in a gentle murmur of dis- 
sent. Sir Leonard Tilley read the report 
of the sub Comunittee of the Library Com- 
mittee, on which there are several Opposi- 
tion members, showing that the Committee 
had recommended a considerable increase, 
and asked very naturally how men could 
yote for Sir Richard Cartwright afcer 
having signed this report. Q 

After the Ministers had spoken, there is 
a very decided objection on the part of the 
House to hear any more speakers, and all 
those who rose were greeted with groans 
and noise and calls of ‘* question,” which 
the Premier tried his best to put anend to. 
Mr. Casey and Mr, Anglin, who seem to 
have deliberately placed themselves in the 
lists of ineffable bores, were especially badly 
treated. 

Sir John Macdonald wigged Sir Richard 
Cartwright for hia five years’ neglect in 
curtailing the expenditure on the civil 
seryico. He took up the history of the 
civil service legislation from 1868 He read 
from Sir Richard Cartwright's bill intro- 
duced in 1876, by which allthe salaries of 
clerks firat coming in were made to start 
at $500, instead of $400 per annum. The 
maximum salaries of the different classes 
were all raised by Sir Richard’s bill. The 
time for promotion in the third class was 
alsd'shortened. Inthe second class the 
same increases were made by the said bill. 
In the third class clerks the same increases 
were made. ‘The bill did not become law. 
If it had become law it would have caused 
an expenditure of, probably, some hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

After recoss, the debate on Sir Richard 
Cartwright’s motion was continued by Sir 
Charles Tupper. He dealt with the ex- 
Minister of Finance in regard to his esti- 
mates as a Minister. He said that Sir 
Francis Hincks had been bewildered by 
the extraordinary estiniates of Sic Richard 
Cartwright. Be proved, from the ‘public 
accounts, that Sir Richard Oartwright in 
1875 had brought in estimates amounting 
to $26,819,921, of which ho challenged a 
contradiction. He pointed out how this 
newly converted economist had made him- 
self responsible for the building of the 
whole Pacific railway, and now professed 
to be shocked by a necessary increase in 
the expenses of the civil government of 
about $60,000. In 1876, Sir Richard 
spent $2,148,000 more than the most ex- 
travagant estimates of his predocessors, 
Ho also rubbed in the Civil Service bill, 
which Sir Richard had not dared to make 
law, and which would have added im- 
mensely to the public expenditure. Ho 
pointed out how Sir Richard had ran up 
the superannuation estimate from $64,000 
to about $106,000 in his firet year, and ao 
on from point to point the Minister of 
Railways, with just that vohomence which 
the House relishos when tho ex- Finance 
Minister is being deall with, followed his 
opponent, inging him at every stage, and 


showing the new economist in his former 
extravagant dross, The speech was applaud- 
od with much vohomence, 


Tho House wasin Oommittoo all the 
night, and the usual process of what is 
called in Scotland “heckling” was gone on 
with.

Hints for May Work. 

May is a very busy month, and there is 
#o much work crowded into it that a farmer 
is in danger of being ina hurry. Every 
hour of work should be oo planned thet it 
will tell most effectually, and this requires 
considerable thought in order to do the 
most urgent and important work first, and 
leave undone those things which may be 
done almost as well bye and bye. As we 
sow 80 do we reap, and as this is the month 
of sowing, the work now will in great 
measure determine what the harvest of the 
year shall be, Keep pushing on, but with 
8 plan. 

Labor.—It must be admitted by every 
one familiar with farm work, that the 
labor problem is a difficult one, and it may 
fairly, from its importance, claim the first 
consultation in deciding upon the plan of 
operations for the year. The largest 
possible crops may not return a profit, if 
the labor in their productions has not been 
well planned. One of the most impor- 
tant advantages obtained from a syste- 
matic rotation of crops, consists in the 
judicious distribution of labor throughout 
the year so that there may not be a sur- 
plus at one time,and a deficiency at another 
that willrequire the employing of extra 
hands at the highvst wages. 


Mangels may be sown early this month, 
Our practice has been tosow in drills 30 
inches apart, using six pounds of seed per 
acre. A Jiboral supply of seed is required 
to secure an-eyen stand, and the plants 
should be thinned by striking a broad hoe

Meudows.—Pick up apy stone that may 
have been raised above the surface from the 
a tion of frost. The roller may be used to 
bring the surface into good shape for the 
mower. Meadows are frequently injured 
by the tread of cattle before the ground is 
fairly settled. Tho grazing of meadows in 
apring is at the expense of tho hay ¢rop. 
It is better to keep cattle in the barn until 
tho pastures are ready to furnish them a 
full ration. 

Jerusalem Artichokes are growing in favor; 
they are relished by nearly all domestic 
animals. They may be left in the ground 
all winter, and when dug in carly spring 
aro crisp and fresh and the moat acceptable 
change in tho feed, The round, short 
variety called ‘‘ Brazilian” ia best. The 
sood is cut the same as potetoes, furrows 
made 3 feot apart, and the pieces dropped 
12 or 15 inches apart in the furrow and 
covered with a few inches of earth, 

Sheep —Sheop should be tagged before 
turning out to grass. Dry ewes may be 
fattenod, and marketed as soon as possible. 
Lambs that are for early market, will need 
the best of care and extra feed. The good 
shopherd will look well to his flock snd 
count it every day, so that no animal may 
got atrayed far away and lost, The best 
way to kill ticks is to dip the lamba shortly 
aftor the sheep are sheared in Tobacco 
Water to which Sulphur is added, 

Washing Sheep.« -A deduction of about }
